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WINCHESTER HOSPITAL 
SERVES TOWN AS RED 
FEATHER AGENCY 



Winchester's picturesque hospi- 
tal—with its 92 beds— stands high 
on the hill of Highland avenue, a 
bulwark for its community and 
neighboring towns, playintr an im- 
portant daily role in the lives of 
many of its townspeople. Hardly 
a day goes by without some neigh- 
bor benefitting from its services — 
perhaps the little boy next door 
with a broken leg, or the Army- 
wife with a new baby, or the little 
old lady who needs an X-ray. From 
large and small homos, rich and 
poor, all ages, people come to the 
hospital for relief of pain. In such 
a time of need, their, hospital— the 
hospital wfiich people in Winches- 
ter help make possible through 
their donations — is a haven. 

This year marks the 35 th year 
of service which the Winchester 
Hospital is celebrating, and each 
resident of the town is sharing in 
that birthday. The Hospital is 
a Red Feather agency, and Win- 
chester men and women. Scouts 
and School children, give the Red 
Feather its reality. 

Hospital Founded 

Many Winchester old-timers can 
remember the days when there 
was no hospital in the town. The 
present hospital is the child of the 
Visiting Nurses' Association, be- 
gun by several locally active ladies 
in 1899. By 1912. it became evi- 
dent that a hospital was urgently 
needed in the growing community. 
And so a cottage hospital was op- 
ened, with a training school for 
nurses. In 1918, the first 50-bed 
unit of the present hospital was 
opened. Ten years later, the pres- 
ent enlarged capacity was made 
possible. Again it. was the men 
and women of Winchester who 
made such progress possible. 

All through its years, the hospi- 
tal has been worked for and help- 
ed by the people who live here. In- 
dividuals, schools and churches 
have all believed in the need of a 
Winchester Hospital and have 
backed their faith tangibly.

HANDICAPPED VETERANS 

"The week of Oct. 6 to 12 has 
been designated as National Em- 
ploy the Handicapped Week." 

"President Truman and Gover- 
nor Tobin as well as many of the 
mayors and selectmen throughout 
Massachusetts have issued procla- 
mations calling to the attention of 
management, labor and the general 
public the importance of providing 
handicapped individuals, and par- 
ticularly veterans, the opportunity 
of obtaining self-supporting, self- 
respecting jobs in which they can 
make useful contributions to their 
families and to their communities. 

"In highlighting the need for 
work opportunities for these han- 
dicapped workers, attention is be- 
ing called to the capabilities of 
these individuals rather than to 
their disabilities. Accent is on 
ability, and it has been proven con- 
clusively that a handicapped indi- 
vidual makes a good worker, and 
it is good business to hire handi- 
capped workers. 

"There has been a general lack 
of understanding that handicapped 
workers are capable of performing 
every type of job. An employer 
merely has to make sure the work- 
er is qualified to fill the job in 
terms of the job's requirements, 
and to match the man and the job. 

"Employers throughout Massa- 
chusetts as well as throughout the 
nation who have employed handi- 
capped workers are loud in praise 
of their aecomplisments. Employ- 
ers of Massachusetts are urged to 
survey their employment opportu- 
nities, and to analyze their occu- 
pations with a view toward mak- 
ing possible work opportunities 
for the physically handicapped, 
and to place their job orders with 
the nearest United States Employ- 
ment Service Office."

Mrs. Vera»C. Himes of Arlington. 
Va., sister of Oden P. Hokanson of 
' 5 Lincolnshire way was one of the 
passengers who lost their lives 
when a four-engined trans-atlantic 
airliner crashed into a rocky hill- 
side and exploded 12 miles east of 
Stephenville. Newfoundland, yes- 
terday. All 39 persons on the 
giant DC-4. one of the American 
Overseas Airlines planes, perished 
in the accident, described as the 
worst disaster in the history of 
commercial aviation. 

The big ship was en route from 
New Yi'rk to Berlin and stopped at 
Harmon Field in Newfoundland to 
refuel instead of at Gander, as 
usual, because (lander. 160 miles 
distant, was weathered in. The 
l'ig plane crashed into the hillside, 
about 1(»0 feet from the crest of 
the 1900 ft. elevation and explod- 
ed, flames shooting into the air. 
Only fragments of the ship were 
found by ground searchers, and 
hope for any on board was aban- 
doned long before the searchers 
reported, "no survivors." 

Mrs. Himes was on her way to 
Berlin to join her husband, Dr. 
Norman A. Himes. former profes- 
sor at Colgate University, now 
with the United States Army Edu- 
cational Service in Germany. 

Mrs. Himes, a native of Sweden, 
was 47 years old and had lived in 
this country since she was a girl 
of 8 years. She was a graduate 
of Radcliffe College, in the class 
of 1924 and for a time lived in 
Cambridge, marrying Professor 
Himes in that city. 

Surviving, besides her brother in 
Winchester, is Mrs. Himes' moth- 
er. Mrs. Ida Hokanson. who is at 
present with her son on Lincoln- 
shire way.

Winchester High beat Swampscott High for its second straight 
victory of the season before another big crowd on the new junior high 
athletic field last Saturday afternoon. 

The Sculpins were a well drilled, smartly coached team and as 
long as their physical resources held up {hey gave Winchester a real 
fight. The locals were too big for them and after the low charging, 
blue-clad linemen had held big John West in check during the first half 
they just couldn't do it any more.

Winchester s strategy was noth- j to thp Swampscott 39, with West 



ing to rave about, the locals doing 
nothing to loosen up the tight pack- 
ed line and close-up secondaries 
against West's bull-like bucking. 
The fact that the big boy was able 
to gain against such opposition is 
proof of his ability. 

The locals tried only two pass- 
es all day, despite the fact that the 
Sculpins, because of their defense 
for West were very vulnerable.

Wednesday's alarm from Box 
.17 at 12:30 p. m. was for a fire 
at the home of Mr. Henry Kar- 
da.-zewski, '.^ Harvard street. An 
Occupant of the house while 
smoking set fire to a couch in the 
living-room. A good sized hole 
was burned in the couch but oth- 
erwise there was only slight dam- 
age.

Dr. George W. Heard moved in- 
to Deaf Smith County, Texas, 
and began practising dentistry 
there at the age of 49. He no- 
ticed at once that there was vir- 
tually no tooth decay among the 
old residents so he began to look 
around and question. He found 
that even the horses and dogs 
had tine teeth. He discovered that 
weak, spindly cattle were brought 
in from Mexico, and after grazing 
for a tune, became fine big an- 
imals. 

For twenty-four years he tried 
bi make himself heard at dental 
meetings, but no one would lis- 
ten. Finally Dr. Edward Taylor, 
the state dental officer, came to ] 
talk with him, and stayed to in- 
vestigate. From houses picked at 
random he examined 50 people, 
'aged two to sixty, and found not; 
a single cavity in the native-born, 
and al! decay arrested in those 
who had moved into the town. He 
immediately asked for help in re- 
search. The area was isolated and' 
they discovered that the farther 
away from this area they got the 
greater increase in caries (tooth 
decay). They found the amount of 
fluorine in the water was 2.5 per 
million parts of water. They found 
another town with the same 
'amount of fluorine but with great- 
er decay, Texas Institute of Tech 
nology began analyzing the foods 
!of the locality and' discovered the 
vegetables to be astonishingly 
high in phosphorus; from 30 to 0(1 
percent more than normally, and 
greater also m calcium carbonate. 
In all sections of the country bad 
farming had mined phosphorus 
from the soil and had not replac- 
ed it in it- fertilizer. Whether the 
lack of phosphorus alone could be 
responsible, was questionable, 

In Deaf Smith County a deep 
bed of so ft porous caliche rock 
(CaCo2) was found under the sur- 
face. Dr. Taylor, therefore, felt 
the freedom from caries was caus- 
ed by a combination of fluorides, 
phosphorus, calcium and sunshine. 
Thus was the door opened for an 
approach. 

tests were and still are being 
made in manv localities in Cana- 
da and the United States. In Ga- 
■ lesburg, Illinois, the fluoride con- 
tent in water is 1.5 per million 
i parts and the caries rate is about 
_>'•. for each child In Michigan 
City. Indianna. the fluoride con- 
! tent is 0.5 per million parts, and 
i the cavity rate is 10 per child. Two 
ies - nearby towns in New York State, 
each with a population of 32,000, 
are being tried out as guinea pigs 
on a 10 year basis, with fluorine 
being added to the water supply 
of Newburg at the rate of one per 
million parts. To provide a con- 
trol for Newburg. the town of 
Kingston. 32 miles farther north, 
will forego it for 10 years. In 
each town. 1,000 children are be- 
ing charted, and all school child- 
ren are examined each year. 

I'he sodium fluoride is added to 
water in the same manner as 
chlorine and is tasteless. The cost, 
$1200 a year, is small. 

What is Massachusetts doing? 
In House bill 1608, under Chapter 
3H of the Resolves of 1945, and 
approved in June, 1945, the De- 
partment of Public Health is au- 
thorized to make full investiga- 
tion on all questions concerning 
the prevalence and prevention of 
cavities in Massachusetts, and es- 
pecially to study the various 
methods of using fluorides and 
their efficiency in other states and 
organizations. A preliminary re- 
port was submitted in December, 
1H45, The Department has had an 
analysis of all public water sup- 
plies in the state.

But with the growing popula- 
tion, heavier demands have been 
made upon the Hospital's facili- 
ties, with the peak demand com- 
ing 1 during the war and lasting 
through the present moment. Ma- 
ny individuals make gifts to the 
hospital, and the Winton Club and 
En Ka help prreatly. During the 
war, in co-operation with the Red 
Cross, a training 1 program supplied 
Nurses' Aides when shortage of 
nursing: personnel was most acute. 
The end of the war has not, how- 
ever, lessened the critical needs of 
the Winchester Hospital. No hos- 
pital operates at a profit. Service 
to the sick and injured cannot be 
labeled with an exact price tag. be- 
cause the maximum of medical 
skill and science must be given to 
the patient who needs it, regard- 
less of the patient's income. Mrs. 
Jones of Main street, Mrs. Smith 
of the West Side — the man who 
owns a factory or the man who 
works in the local store — all these 
Winchester citizens share equally 
in the invaluable service of the 
Hospital. 

Hospital Has "Household" 
Problems Too 
The Winchester Hospital faces 
the problems that confront every 
housewife today — higher cost of 
food each time the grocery bill 
comes in, shortages, lack of meat, 
rising costs of fuel, linen, work- 
ers' salaries. 

And against this side of the 
ledger stands the need for addi- 
tional bed facilities because Win- 
chester's population is increasing, 
with more and more people calling 
upon the Hospital for help. 

In the last 12 years, there has 
been a marked increase in all de- 
partments of the Hospital's work, 
from 58', in surgical patients ad- 
mitted, 11391 in all patients ad- 
mitted, 190'r in obstetrical pa- 
tients. There have been days when 
there were 117 patients in the 9'2 
bed hospital. All these problems 
on top of the difficulty in getting 
nurses and hospital workers, and 
with shortages besetting it at 
every turn. 

Behind the Hospital Work 
The Hospital is a non-profit cor- 
poration, which has in recent 
years derived from the Community 
Fund a part of the support of its 
humane work to Winchester peo- 
ple of all agres, races, creeds.

VETERANS' VOTING 



"If you are a veteran and expect 
to vote in the coming elections, be 
sure to find out whether or n. t 
you are registered. If you are not. 
you will be unable to participate 
in this first election since the end 
of the war. 

"The first step in becoming a 
voter is to be REGISTERED. 
Many veterans, while in the 
service, voted by absentee ballot 
at the last election without the 
necessity of registration. That 
privilege is not available after 
leaving the service. Many veter- 
ans will be absent at the time of 
the coming election, at school or 
otherwise, and will want to vote 
again by absentee ballot. This 
cannot be done unless they have 
b*«n previously registered as 
voters. 

"Registration must be accom- 
plished in person by visiting the 
offices of the city or town dec- . 
tioti official* at the city or town 
hall or other places that may be 
established for registration. It 
takes only a few minutes and costs 
nothing. Registration closes Oct. 
16. You must be sure to register 
before that date. 



The Winchester Art Association, 
for its first exhibition of the fall 
season, is showing a group of oil 
paintings by Esther Williams at 
the gallery in the Public Library. 

Mis^ Williams has some unusual 
subjects at the library, ami she has 
been very successful in suggesting 
something of the atmosphere sur- 
rounding the things she paints. 

Her "Circus Ponies" is a case in 
point, with its attendant affixing 
head-plumes to several Shetland* 
bchind canvas curtains strung on 
poles while a small tion-descript 
dog watches proceedings from a bed 
of straw in the foreground. ThjE 
pose and grouping of the small ani- 
mals are well done while the inclu- 
sion of some homely back-stage de- 
tail adds to the effectiveness. 

The same fine feeling for the 
subject is apparent in that largo 
canvas, "After Dinner," which 
show-; a small brown terrier alert- 
ly looking up at a deserted round 
dinner table with a centerpiece of 
fruit and large vase of flowers. 
A partially filled decanter, tall 
empty wine bottle and wine-glass- 
es are effective details as are 
irumpled napkins, empty after- 
dinner coffee cups, half a pear on 
a fruit-plate, a covered glass dish 
of cheese and an orange drape 
thrown over the back of one of the 
chairs. 

In sharp contrast is "Washing- 
ton Square" with its groups of 
summer-clad children on vivid 
green grass under heavy foliaged 
trees. 

The quiet of early fall is in 
"Pond in September" with its 
background of green-clad banks 
and heavily leaved trees. Interest 
is focussed in two luminously 
white-clad figures in a square red 
punt on the flat grayish water of 
the pond. 

This human interest note shows 
in most of the Williams studies. 
In "Handstand" it is present in a 
little group of figures on a park 
bench with an empty baby-car- 
riage, a woman holding a young 
child, with an older child at her 
knee and a man seated beside her. 
Other figures show in the middle 
background around the bandstand, 
an old style tallish round structure, 
gray with a conical red roof, set 
among trees and cleverly lighted 
from the side. 

Miss Williams seems to like 
to paint people having fun. Her 
"Day in the Woods" shows a picnic 
party with cloth spread under a 
big tree, an inquisitive pup nosing 
the picnic basket while one of the 
men is putting a little girl upon 
the back of a tall saddle horse. 

"After the Party" is an interest- 
ing still life, not unlike the larger 
canvas "After Dinner", and there 
are a number of small landscapes 
and marines in the show, with two 
action studies of musicians and a 
flower study or two. 

Especially outstanding are sev- 
eral portraits, chief among them 
being "Lady in Black," a fine stu- 
dy of a middle aged woman seated 
in an old-fashioned round-backed 
black walnut chair upholstered in 
hair-cloth. There is serenity and 
strength in the face, and complete 
naturalness in the pose while the 
flesh tones showing through the 
lacey sleeves of the gown are very 
life-like. Flowers at the neckline 
of the gown lighten the otherwise 
somber costume and the back- 
ground compliments the study 
beautifully. 

Striking is "Striped Dress", a 
large study of a keen-looking 
black-haired girl in an old style 
gown with fitted basque and full 
skirt, a round white lacey collar at 
her throat and two roses at her 
breast. The texture of the cloth is 
nicely suggested and the entire 
subject strongly painted. 

Charming is the portrait study. 
"Lucretia", showing a piquant 
young girl, the gray-blue of her 
close-fitting frock lightened with 
white at neck and elbows and a 
flower in her up-done hair. Once 
again the expression is both life- 
like and interesting. "Cow-boy 
Suit" is a portrait of a young boy- 
wearing one of the colorful play 
suits so dear to the boyish heart. 
"Gloria" is an arresting study of 
a titian haired young girl of the 
dancer type, lounging on a hair- 
cloth sofa, her full black-ruffled 
dress billowing about her as she 
rests one leg and red high-heeled 
slipper upon the seat of the sofa. 

The exhibition is to remain at 
the library through October and is 
open to the public.

REP. ROGERS ACTIVE 

Y'our Congressman, Edith Nourse 
Rogers, has devoted the major 
part of her time for the past ten 
days to the very serious meat cri- 
sis. 

Realizing the ineffectiveness of 
correspondence, she went person- 
ally to Washington and the White 
House, where President Truman 
received her graciously and lis- 
tened to her three demands: That 
he lift the controls on meat; that 
he call Congress back into session 
to enact emergency legislation on 
the matter, and that he exercise 
his war powers which are still in 
effect and allocate an adequate 
supply of meat for the hospitals, 
the children, and the workers. 

Upon her attempt to contact 
Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son, she found he was in New 
Mexico. However. Mrs. Rogers 
succeeded in locating him by long- 
distance telephone and asked his 
action in removing the controls 



on meat to insure an immediate 
supply. 

In order that all responsible of- 
ficials be covered in her request, 
she visited every department of- 
ficial concerned with the shortage. 
She asked the Army and Navy 
officials to release meat to the 
civilians, the OPA to drop the 
controls, and made the same de- 
mand to Chairman Thompson of 
the Control Board itself. 

On Monday, Sept. 30. Mrs. Rog- 
ers, back in Massachusetts, at- 
tended the hearing at the State 
House, which was held by the 
Massachusetts Congressional Com- 
mittee to investigate the shortage. 
She questioned the Government 
officials who testified at the hear- 
ing and requested their assist- 
ance in alleviating the intolerable 
situation. 

On Tuesday evening. Mrs. Rog- 
ers returned to Washington, where 
she will press further her demands 
for immediate and adequate act- I 
ion. 

Edith Norse Rogers, who can 
see no valid reason for the short- 
age, will not stop battling until 
the meat is forthcoming.

Nearly two centuries ag", when 
stage coaches traveled from Bos- 
ton to Lowell through the town 
that is now Winchester, the 
ooaches stopped at Black Horse 
Tavern, and passengers ate and 
were refreshed.

Many members of the Winches- 
ter Historical Society have been es- 
pecially interested in the list of the 
Winchester soldiers who took 
part in the French and Indian 
Wais. and those who fought in 
the Revolution. Some of the men 
on that list have descendents who 
are active today in Winchester 
civic works. 

Then there is an interesting 
primitive of the three children of 
Charles Mclntyre. first selectman 
of Winchester, paintings of the 
First Congregational Church when 
its spire towered over the little 
town of nearly a century ago; 
a painting of Main street and Mill 
Fond in 18(10; portraits of the 
"Town Fathers"; lithographs of 
Mr. and Mrs. Alonzo t'hapin in 
1830; the Skillings House in 187:i. 
There are countless other paint- 
ings and sketches of landmarks 
of other days, some of which "old 
timers" will recall nostalgically. 

Ladies will find much to make 
them exclaim with pleasure — 
there are lovely old fans used by 
Winchester belles of other days;

still carefully preserved, to show 
the cumbersome but beautifully 
made clothing worn by youngsters 
100 years ago. 

Paisley shawls and painstaking- 
ly wrought samplers; and gorgeous 
old costumes (some of the love- 
liest include a gown worn by Mrs. 
Stephen Thompson in 1860, and 
exquisite ones worn by the mother 
of Miss Ella May Emerson), as 
well as little velvet capes, a lacey 
bonnet, with cap basket, worn by 
an aunt of Mrs. Morgan, will be on 
exhibit. 

There is a doll belonging to Miss 
Kate White, granddaughter of 
"Uncle Sam" Richardson, 75 years 
ape. and some interesting old par- 
asols. Also a fascinating old doll 
bed. given by Miss Elise Belcher, 
which belonged to her father, Wil- 
liam Belcher, in the 1850's. The 
Thompsons have given the Room 
an old doll's tea set, in memory of 
their mother, with some dainty old 
babv clothes worn by someone in 
their family in 1833. 

History Is interesting

Winchester Naval Officer Killed 
in Motorcycle Accident in 
South 

Lt. (jg) Samuel Simon Pilking- 
ton, USN, son of Harry L., and 
Madeline (Hamilton) Pilkington 
6f 5 Lantern Lane, lost his life ear- 
ly Sunday morning, Oct. 6, in a 
motorcycle accident in Charleston, 
S. C. 

According to a telegram sent the 
young officer's parents by a broth- 
er olficer, Ens. R. A. Kanak, the 
accident occurred while the two 
were out looking for memoers ox 
their crew who were on leave in 
the city. They were riding motor- 
cycles and Lt. Pilkington was rid- 
ing across a narrow bridge, when 
it was believed that he was blind- 
ed by tne glaring lignts or an ap- 
proaching automobile. His motor- 
cycle is thought to have swerved 
sufficiently to strike the curbing 
at the edge of the bridge and the 
impact threw him off, killing him 
instantly. j 
Lt, Pilkington was attached to U. 
S. S. PCS 1392, an anti-submarine 
boat stationed at Key West, Flori- 
da. His ship was at Charleston 
getting sonar equipment for locat- 
ing submarines. His parents had 
visited him and his wife during 
September at Key West, his wife 
returning to Winchester with the 
Pilkingtons when they came north. 
Following receipt of the telegram 
announcing her husband's death, 
Mrs. Pilkington, the former Mary 
Glidden, joined her father, Elmer 
R. Glidden, and members of her 
family at Ossipee, N. H. 

Lt. Pilkington was born in Win- j 
Chester Jan. 2, 1921. He attended 
the Winchester schools and was 
graduated from Winchester High 
School, in the class of 1939, being 
captain of the track team in his 
senior year. 

He spent two years at Brown 
before entering the Navy in 1941, 
being a member of the freshman 
and varsity swimming teams and 
of the Delta Tau Delta fraternity. 

He entered the Navy as an en- 
listed man, was sent to midship- 
man school at Plattsburg, N. Y., 
in 1944, and graduated with the 
commission of ensign the same 
year. He served in both the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific Oceans on a fleet 
tug, the U. S. S. ATA. 121, seeing 
plenty of rugged service. He was 
promoted to junior grade lieuten- 
ant early in 194H and was last 
home in May, during which month 
he married Mary Glidden, whose 
mother was the late Esther Somes, 
formerly of Winchester and the 
daughter of Mr. David Somes of 
Glen road. Lt. Pilkington decided 
to make the Navy a career and 
was transferred to the regular 
Navy when he returned from the 
Pacific. Theatre last April. He 
was widely known among the 
town's young people and univer- 
sally popular, his sudden and un- 
timely passing coming as a severe 
shock to the entire community. 

Besides his wife and parents, 
Lt. Pilkington leaves a sister, Mrs. 
Herbert Wood (Harriet Pilking- 
ton) of this town.

Samuel Stowell Symmes, nresi- 
ident of the Winchester Coopera- 
tive Bank, .former Selectman and 
arthority On old Winchester, died 
Sunday morning, Oct. li, at his 
home, ' 7 Sanborn street. He was 
H8 years old and although he had 
not been in good health, due to 
his advanced age. it was not un- 
til the Friday before his death 
that he was confined to his room. 

Mr. Symmes was born in Win- 
chester Oct. 22, 1858, son of Mar- 
shall a"nd Abbie (Stowell) Sym- 
mes. A member of one of Win- 
chester's pioneer families, he was 
of the eighth generation in direct 
line from Rev. Zachariah Symmes 
who settled in Charlestown in 
1634 and who received from 
Charlestown a grant of 300 acres 
substantially in the location of 
present-day Winchester, extend- 
ing from what was then called 
"Mistik Pond" to Woburn. Rev. 
Mr. Symmes in his writings often 
referred to the grant as his "farm 
near Woburn", and it is of inter- 
est that in 1671 it was valued at 
five pounds. 

Samuel Symmes attended the 
Winchester schools and Bridge- 
water Normal School. As a young 
man he engaged in the market 
garden business with his father, 
running his father's 100 acre 
farm, located on both sides of 
Main street at Symmes corner 
and extending through the pres- 
ent-clay locations of Stowell and 
Everell roads to the end of High- 
land avenue. 

After his father's death in 1911 
Mr. Symmes started the success- 
ful milk business which he con- 
ducted until his retirement, and 
which is now conducted by his 
son, Russell.

Mr. Symmes was greatly inter- 
ested in old Winchester and was 
an authority on the early history 
and anecdotes of the town, lie 
was often called upon to settle 
disputes over old dates and hap- 
penings and seldom were his de- 
cisions questioned. He had an in- 
teresting collection of Indian rel- 
ics taken from his farm which he 
was always happy to show and 
explain, and while his health per- 
mitted, he was much in demand 
as a speaker on old Winchester. 

At the time of Winchester's 
Tercentenary Celebration he was 
one of the speakers at the recept- 
ion giver, by the town to its of- 
ficial guests. Mayor and Mrs. 
Harry Collis of Winchester. Eng- 
land. IK- was actively interested 
in, and a charter member of the 
Winchester Historical Society, 
which he served at one time as 
treasurer. Long a member of the 
Winchester Unitarian Society, he 
was an old-time superintendent of 
the Sunday School and a member 
of many church committees. 

Mr. Symmes was active civical- 
ly, his first office being that of 
"Field Driver", to which he was 
appointed in 188G at the age of 
28, his duties being to drive horses 
or cattle from fields or other 
property where they did not be- 
long. 

from 18S8 to 1901 Mr. Symmes 
served the town as School Com- 
mitteeman, he was Selectman 
from 1903 to 1906, and Tree War- 
den from 1909 to 1933. He was a 
member of the Appropriations 
Committee, now the Hnance Com- 
mittee, from 1907 to 1909, Fence 
Viewer in 101 5 ami served on a 
number of school building com- 
mittees. 

In 1900 he was a member of 
the Grammar School Building 
: Committee, under whose guidance 
the Wadleigh School building was 
erected. In 1894 he was a member 
of the Committee on the Addition 
to the High School Building, 
known as the Prince School Build- 
ing and located at the corner of 
Church and School streets; and in 
1895 he was a member of the 
Washington School building com- 
mittee, responsible for the former 
building located on Cross street 
not far from Washington street. 
His last service on a School build- 
ing committee was in 1900 when 
he was on the Mystic School Com- 
mittee responsible for the build- 
ing on Bacon street near Symmes 
Corner, now used as a storage 
building by the School Depart- 
ment. 

Mr Symmes was elected a di- 
rector of the Winchester Cooper- 
ative Bank in 1900, had served as 
president since 1937 and was a 
member id' the security commit 
lee. lie was also vice president 
and corporator of the Winchester 
Savings Bank, of which he had 
been a trustee since 1925. Widely 
known by residents of all walk^ 
of life, lie was universally called 
-Sam" Symmes and beloved by 
all with whom he came in con- 
tact. 

Mr. Symmes was twice married. 
His first wife. Jennie E. Metcalf, 
whom he married in 1SS.".. died in 
ISS7. In 1 Si)."! he married Minerva 
R. Johnson, who died in 1934. 

He is survived by a daughter.

MEN'S CLUB HEARS COL. 
STAN DISH URGE WORLD 
GOVERNMENT 

At a well attended meeting 
of the Men's Club of the First 
Congregational Church Wednesday 
evening. Col. Alexander Standish. 
chairman of the Newton Commit- 
tee for World Federation, made a 
strong plea for strengthening the 
present. United Nations organiza- 
tion to make it a limited World 
Government, capable of keeping 
the peace. 

Col. Standish. who served a- 
chief intelligence officer under 
Gen. Omar Bradley, recounted ma- 
ny of his experiences on the battle- 
fronts of Europe, and stressed the 
need for energetic and immediate 
action by the people of this coun- 
try to overcome the general apathy 
toward improving world conditions 
today. 

"World peace must be maintain- 
ed by the force of a world police 
organization." he said, "acting 
through the law of a duly consti- 
tuted world federal government 
and world court. The present Uni- 
ted Nations is the closest we have 
come to such nn organization, but 
it needs implementing by amend- 
ments which make it truly effective 
in dealing with the pressing ques- 
tion of world peace. 

He called attention to the ques- 
tion on the ballot in the coming 
election asking voters in the 6th 
Middlesex District, and other sec- 
tions of the state, if they favor 
such amendments to the United 
Nations Charter and he strongly 
urged those present and their 
friends to vote "Yes" on this ref- 
erendum- the only one in the coun- 
try.

A thrilling 47-yard touchdown scamper by battling Sammy Bellino, 
after taking a pretty pass from big John West in the closing nynutes 
of the third quarter gave Winchester a welcome victory in a doggedly 
waged and closely contested- football game at Victory Field, Water- 
town, before an overflow crowd last Saturday afternoon. Up to the 
time West rifled the ball out to Bellino in the right flat the game had 
every appearance of being a scoreless stalemate with the followers of 
both teams pretty well satisfied to have it end that way. That's how 
close and hard fought it had been to then. 

It wasn't much different from in two bucks through the close- 
then in. Winchester had ofle more 
chance to cheer in the last quar- 
ter when West finally broke 
through and bulled his way 33 
yards to the Watertowu :i.'i. Just 
one block behind the line would 
have gotten the big boy all the 
way on that one in all probabili- 
ty.

These teachers like the schools 
and the Town, hut they have been 
unable to find places to which 
they can bring their families. 
Such a situation is very bad, 
not only from the standpoint of 
their families, but because of the 
added expenses for living. They 
can't be expected to go on this way 
indefinitely. 

I believe the people of the Town 
are not aware of this condition. 

This letter is addressed to your 
paper in the hope that something 
can be done — and quickly. 

I will appreciate your help and 
co-operation.

A point of much interest to us 
is the attitude of most of these 
radio and newspaper commenta- 
tors.

If those who object to 
New Deal government object to 
changing our government, and ad- 
mit that is the goal as it has been 
all along, the sooner we will cease 
to hear that this act and that order 
is not only bad. but in direct con- 
flict with democracy and the Amer- 
ican way.

Under the provisions of Chap- 
ter 196 of the Acts and Resolves 
of 1*146, passed by the Legisla- 
ture, registered voters who are 
unable, by reason of physical dis- 
ability, to vote in person at the 
coming State Election on Nov. 5, 
may apply to the Town Clerk for 
an Absent Voting Ballot. The ap- 
plication for an Absent Voting 
Ballot must be signed by the reg- 
istered voter and certified to by 
his physician, hospital superin- 
tendent, registered nurse, or 
Christian Science Practitioner, 
that the applicant, by reason of 
physical disability, will be unable 
to cast his vote at the polling 
place on the day of the State 
Election. 

Persons who are not registered 
voters and have the qualifications 
for voting, who, by reason of 
physical disability, are unable to 
apply in person for registration, 
may make application in writing 
to the Registrars of Voters or 
Town Clerk to be registered as 
voters. This form of application 
may be obtained from the Town 
Clerk's office, and when complet- 
ed shall, not later than Saturday, 
Oct. 12, be returned by mail to 
the Registrars of Voters, to which 
such request it made.

SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 
POLICY FOR USE OF THE 
SCHOOL BUILDINGS 

At a recent meeting of the 
Winchester School Committee the 
following policy for the use of 
school buildings was adopted: 

a. The use of school buildings 
shall be in accordance with the 
provisions of the laws of the 
Commonwealth and subject to the 
regulations of the School Commit- 
tee. 

b. Organizations or applicants 
for the use of school property 
shall make application oji a form 
set up and approved by the Com- 
mittee. 

c. In Scheduling the use of 
school buildings, the needs and ac- 
tivities of the school shall take 
precedence over all requests, 

d. Buildings may be used by 
organizations whose purpose is ed- 
ucational, recreational, philanthro- 
pic, or of a civic interest. 

e. Organizations holding meet- 
ings for the benefit of the school, 
or for some matter of community- 
wide interest and to which no ad- 
mission is to be charged, shall be 
permitted to us,, the building free 
of charge. 

f. Any organization, other than 
the school itself, that uses a build- 
ing ami to which an admission is 
to be charged, or to which at- 
tendance is limited to a mem- 
bership, shall pay the following 
rates, unless the proceeds are to 
be used for the benefit of the pub- 
lic schools: 

High School Auditorium — $15 
per night. (Same rate for rehear- 
sals. ) 

High School Gymnasium — $5 
per night for use similar to that 
of the badminton club; $10 for 
other sports, as basketball; $25 
for dances. 

Junior High School Gymnasium 

— $7.50 per night for basketball. 
Elementary School Auditoriums 

- $5. 

(Afternoon use of the auditori- 
ums shall be at half the charge, 
provided the meeting ends by 5 p. 1 
m. If the meeting doesn't end by 
5 p. m.. a full charge will be 
made.) 

Mothers' Clubs, in sponsoring 
activities for the school after 
school hours, may use the audito- 
rium free of charge provided that 
participation in all such activities 
is open to all pupils normally en- 
gaged in those activities regard- 
less of charge.

to her! It was a splendid lesson in 
psychology. The Nurse then of- 
fered to lend the Mother any new 
books from the Association on 



and the family is emotionally upset 
and distraught. 

The Visiting Nurse does "first 
things first." She gives the pa- 
tient a bath and much-needed care, 
fixes his bed. She shows the other 
household members how to care 
for the patient while he is at home, 
how to sterilize his dishes, his bed- 
ding, care of body discharges, how 
to protect themselves. It is a dif- 
ficult case. Going down the long 
stairways as she leaves, the Nurse 
sighs a little. 

But the next call is a pleasant 
one. Mrs. A., expecting a new ar- 
rival in two months, wants to know 
exactly what to do for herself and 
baby when she comes home from 
the hospital. She wants advice on 
a layette, how to tell her older chil- 
dren about the baby, to let them 
share in the family event.

Arnold Lawson, a former resi- 
dent of Winchester and son of 
Thomas W. Lawson, the late cop- 
per magnate and financier, died 
Saturday, Oct. 12, in Boston. He 
made his home in Marshfield. was 
67 years old and was a pioneer in 
the field of long distance bus 
transportation in New England.

"To furnish aid and comfort ami 
a home for respectable aged p'i>- 
ple," so read the Article of Agree- 
ment, Feb. 5. 1895, establishing 
the Home for Aged People in Win- 
chester. Thus was founded 110 
Mt. Vernon street, where elderly 
men and women over 65, who have 
been Winchester residents for 20 
years or more, may find security 
and happiness, and a very "real 
home." Today 18 aged men and 
women dwell here in the Home 
made possible by far-sighted citi- 
zens of other years, and by those 
residents today who share in the 
Community Fund Campaign. The 
Home is a Red Feather Agency. 

Most people are familiar with 
the rambling old house and its 
beautiful gardens, but not many 
have seen thu interior, or know of 
its restfulness and peace. This is 
no "institution." This is a modest 
dwelling where kindness and af- 
fection live, where rooms are 
lovely with fine antiques and 
tasteful furnishings, where there 
is a gracious dining room, a music 
room, and bedrooms to house the 
personal belongings of each per- 
son. 

Twenty-five years ago, Mr. Al- 
fred S. Hall, speaking at the 25th 
Anniversary of the Home, said. 
"The Home belongs to the public- 
spirited, generous people of Win- 
chester. It devolves upon them to 
make and keep it nood enough for 
the entrance of anybody as an in- 
mate. No man knows who may 
next knock at the door. The priv- 
ilege and duty of all, as well a> 
our happiness and social develop- 
ment, call for unceasing liberal 
support and attention. The Home 
can be sustained only by the con- 
tinuance of donation*;, in every 
year, from our fine citizenship, 
and the loyal ministrations of our 
officers and many friends. We 
will preserve what ha~ been well 
begun." And since its founding 
in 18 9 4, Winchester people, 
through donations and their Com- 
munity Fund, have kept faith. 
Founding of the Home 

Rack in 1894, some 78 citizens 
met in the Town Hall and signed 
an agreement to proceed with the 
establishment of a Home for Aged 
Men and Women. As a nucleus 
for funds, thev had a bequest of 
$2,000 from Mr. Philip Waldmy- 
er. A charter was granted from 
the State on Feb. 21, 1894, and 
shortly afterwards the Limt prop- 
erty on Kendall street was ac- 
quired. 

Further funds were subscribed, 
and by April t of that year, the 
home was in full operation. Mrs. 
Kate Gallagher was appointed 
matron, and Mr. Alfred S. Hall 
was the first President of the 
Corporation, a post which he serv- 
ed in for 11 years. 

In addition to cash, many gifts 
were received to start the Home 
on its way. including gifts of 
stoves, rugs, carpets, foods. The 
Fortnightly furnished the dining 
room; the Mission Union the Par- 
lor; the Western Missionary So- 
ciety provided bedding and linen, 
the Miloff Club, a lamp; the La- 
dies' Friendly Society gave $200 
for essentials. 

The Home was to become a ref- 
uge for main, in the ensuing 
years, and to become a blessing 
to the memory of Mr. Waldmyer 
— the rugged, strong willed man 
who owned the tannery that once 
stocxl where Manchester Field is 
now. 

Today, with Mrs. Mamie Woll- 
off as matron, the Home is a most 
pleasant place. Visitors are wel- 
come, and the elderly family is 
delighted to see guests, for these 
people are elderly and have not 
many friends or family members 
now." Some of them are in their 
HO's. 

Current Report 

The current report of the Home 
explains that "before the estab- 
lishment of the Winchester Qont- 
munity Chest, a large part of our 
yearly expenses were made up by 
individual gifts from a consider- 
able number of our citizens.. We 
find that membership in the Com- 
munity Fund is greatly to our 
ddvuntage. Our directors are en- 
tirely relieved of the worry and 
responsibility of raising a sub- 
stantial sum of money each year 
and can devote the;;- time and ef- . 
forts to other problems. We are I 
very grateful to the citizens of 
Winchester, who each year give 
so generously to the Chest, a part 
of which money is allotted to us."

Hides 
will be available for tanneries and 
for shoes. Workers will go back to 
the factories. With the lifting of 
other controls, with the exception 
of rents which may be required 
for some time, shortages will be 
done away with and we will return 
to a normal economy.

In logging almost 12,000 miles 
in their non-stop Might from 
Perth. Australia, to Columbus, 
Ohio, tlie three N'avy flyers in the 
twin-engine patrol bomber. Truc- 
ulent Turtle, came within a lV\v 
hundred miles of girdling half 
the globe, notes the National 
Geographic Society. The greatest 
distance around the earth i< at 
the Equator, and is 24.802 statute 
miles. 

Since international airline dis- 
tance records are recognized on 
the biisis of the great-circle dis- 
tance between take-off and land- 
ing points, the Perth-to-Colum- 
bus flight will stand at about 11.- 
250 official miles. The plane's mi- 
leage above this figure indicates 
the extent of its deviation from a 
great-circle course. 

This first non-stop flight from 
Australia to the United States 
places the distance record at just 
about double the 5,656-mile figure 
that prevailed a decade ago. It 
marks by far the greatest mileage 
boost in the record of aviation an- 
nals. It also marks the second 
time an American team has ex- 
tended the distance within a year.

THEODORE VON 
ROSENVINGE, JR. 



Theodore von Rosenvinge. Bos- 
ton attorney and Royal Danish 
vice-consul at Boston, died sud- 
denly Tuesday morning, Oetr 22, 
at his home, 14 Wedgemere ave- 
nue. He had been at his office on 
Monday as usual and had attended 
a business meeting Monday even- 
ing, his sudden and unexpected 
passing coming as a severe shock 
to his family and to the entire 
community. 

Mr. von Rosen vinge was widely 
known in Winchester, having 
been active civic-ally as well as in 
the social and religious life of 
the community. He was a mem- 
ber of the Finance Committee for 
three years, serving as chairman 
in 1936-37, and had been a town 
meeting member for Precinct 4 
since March 7, 1938. He was one 
of those instrumental in forming 
the Group Theatre in Winchester, 
playing in several of its produc- 
tions, as well as in those of the 
Unitarian Players. A member of 
the Unitarian Church, he had 
served the society as legal advi- 
sor, on numerous committees, as 
a member and chairman of the 
Standing Committee and as a 
member of the Board of Deacons. 
He was a member of the Winches- 
ter and Bass Rock- Country Clubs, 
anil of the Boston City Club. 

Mr. von Roscnvinge was the 
son of Theodore and Ada (Baker) 
von Rosenvinge. He was born 
Aug. 10. 1900, in Everett, was ed- 
ucated at Everett High School, at 
Boston University and at Boston 
University Law School, being ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1927. 

After passing the bar he be- 
came associated with his father 
in the practice of law with offices 
at 24 School street. After his 
father's death he formed the firm 
of Murray and von Rosenvinge, 
with offices at 69 State street, 
continuing to practice law with 
this firm until his death. He was 
a member of the Boston Bar As- 
sociation, Massachusetts Bar As- 
sociation and of the American 
Bar Association. 

Mr. von Rosenvinge had been 
for some years Royal Danish vice 
consul at Boston, serving the New 
England States. He devoted much 
time to the duties of this office 
and recently received a decora- 
tion from the King of Denmark 
for services rendered that count- 
ry during World War 11. Widely 
known in Scandanavian circles in 
Boston, he was a member of the 
Danish Brotherhood and a life 
member of The Swedish Charit- 
able Society ol Greater Boston, 
for which he was also attorney. 

Mr. von Rosenvinge came to 
Winchester with his family in 
1926. Two years later. March 3, 
1928, he married Mary Jarvie Wor- 
cester of this town, who survives., 
with four sons, Theodore, 3rd. 
William J., Henry W. and James 
T. von Rosenvinge. all of Win- 
chester. Mr. von Rosenvinge's 
mother also survives, making her 
home in Winchester; and there 
are two brothers, Melvin von Ros- 
envinge of West Harwich and 
Norman von Rosenvinge of Ham- 
ilton. 

Funeral services were held^ on 
Thursdav afternoon at the Unit- 
arian Church with the minister. 
Rev. Paul Harmon Chapman, of- 
ficiating. A delegation from the 
Boston University Law School, 
class of 1927, Mr. von Rosenvinge's 
class, attended the services with 
other representatives of the bar 
and organizations with which the 
deceased was affiliated. Crema- 
tion followed the services at Mt. 
Auburn Cemetery in Cambridge

FRANK HERBERT KNIGHT 

Former Winchester Pharmacist 
Died in Maine 

Frank Herbert Knight, former- 
ly for many years a pharmacist in 
Winchester, died Monday after- 
noon, Oct. 21, at a rest home in 
Westbrook, Me. He had been in the 
rest home for about six weeks, 
following a fall, and had recently 
had a shock. Previously he had 
been living with his sister, Mrs. 
Albert Austin, at 33 Brentwood 
street, Portland, Me., having left 
Winchester after the death of his 
wife in 1945. 

Mr. Knight was born in Durham. 
Me., July 30. 1872. He was edu- 
cated at Bowdoin College and at 
the Massachusetts College o f 
Pharmacy, from which he was 
graduated with the degree of 
Ph.G. He came to Winchester in 
1906. and after working for a 
short time in an out-of-town phar- 
macy, acquired the old-line Win- 
chester apothecary of Young & 
Brown at the corner of Church and 
Common street. He ran this busi- 
ness successfully for many years, 
being held in esteem both profes- 
sionally and as a useful citizen of 
the town. A druggist of the old 
school, Mr. Kniyrht found the com- 
plexities of the modern drug-store 
not to his liking and gave up the 
business in 1934, his apothecary 
being bought three years later by 
Henry McCormack, the present 

owner. 

When Mr. Knight first came to 
Winchester, he lived at Mrs. Mc- 
Cusker's rooming-house on Church 
street at Norwood street. After 
his marriage to F. Minette Dow of 
Wobnrn on Oct. 24, 1914, he and 
Mrs. Knight moved to 4 Ridgeway 
where they lived until Mrs. 
Knight's death Aug. 26, 1945. Mr. 
Knight was a charter member of 
the Winchester Rotary, which he 
served as secretary and press cor- 
respondent during his active mem- 
bership. He was also a member of 
William Parkman Lodge of Mas- 
ons, of the Eastern Star, of the old 
Winchester Chamber of Commerce 
and of the Music Garden. An ac- 
complished pianist, Mr. Knight of- 
ten appeared in piano duets with 
Mrs. Knight on the Music Garden 
programs and was greatly interest- 
ed in the activities of this group. 
His sister in Maine is his only sur- 
vivor. 

The funeral was held Wednesday 
afternoon at the Hay & Peabody 
Funeral Home in Portland. Inter- 
ment was in the Knight family lot 
in Evergreen Cemetery.

He has not long been a bishop of 
the Episcopal Church. He was 
consecrated in Norfolk, Virginia, 
in 1945. Before he went to his 
new field. Bishop Harris sought out 
all the thoughtful business men 
and engineers who knew something 
of the land, its reso ir •>••*. and its 
people, eager to make the avail- 
able dollars and helpers minister 
most efficiently to the welfare and 
advancement of his people in both 
body and soul. He found that they 
sorely needed medical help Rut 
since witch doctors and taboos 
often barred the way to seeking 
and receiving such help, education 
and evangelism are also urgent 
needs. Improved agriculture and 
transportation are in Bishop 
Harris's desired program for his 
people. 

Some of them live primitively hi 
tribal groups inland— in jtincle vil- 
lages. Reaching these mission sta- 
tions is not easy. Founding new 
ones will require of the Bishop and 
his helpers stout hearts and hardy 
bodies. 

As a very young man Bishop 
Harris served his country as a 
soldier. In World War I he was a 
lieutenant in the U. S. Army, and 
saw active service in Fran e. After 
the war he was ordained and had 
a hum and constructive pi rind a- 
rector of Grace Church, .Norfolk. 
Va For a year, before being made 
bishop, he served the whole Epls- 
eopa! Church as the National Coun- 
cil's Secretary for negro work 

Tiie great-grandmothers of his 
hearers Tuesday would have a spe- 
cial interest in one type of his 
parishioners. For about a hundred 
years ago Christians in New Eng- 
land were deeply Interested in es 
tablishing in Africa a colony of 
American negroes, Descendants of 
these colonists are a pan of Bishop 
. [arris's diocese.

Editor of the Star: 

The Massachusetts League of 
Women Voters is urging a "No" 
vote in November on the Old Age 
Assistance Referendum which is 
the first to appear on the ballot. 

At the present time, Massachu- 
setts is the third most liberal 
state in allowances paid for old 
age assistance. To increase the 
minimum payment from $40.00 to 
$48.00 a month per person, as 
proposed by the referendum, would 
cost an additional $25 million, 
thus raising local tax rates from 
$2.00 to $5.00. 

Because no provision has been 
made to finance this increased 
cost, readjustment of pay, urgent- 
ly needed for public employees 
such as school teachers, police and 
firemen, may be long delayed, and. 
furthermore. will lessen the 
amount of money available for 
other Public Welfare services. 

Aside from the financial aspect, 
this referendum is socially un- 
sound because 

(a) it establishes a separate 
commission, independent of the 
State Department of Public 
Welfare to administer the law. 
lb) Contributions by children 
who are financially able to help 
their parents are not required, 
(e) It gives the state complete 
control over the disbursment of 
funds for aid age assistance. 
Because the referendum is 
lengthy (2000 words ) we feel sure 
that voters will be unable to read 
it carefully, anil consider the 
■"problems involved when voting. 
We therefore ask you to print 
this letter in the hope that it may 
clarify the issues.

Winchester High beat Framingham High. 21-0. last Saturday af- 
ternoon at Framingham for its sixth straight victory, winning easily 
enough despite the fact that the football displayed was not especially 
impressive. Framingham had little to offer offensively, but once it 
found that Winchester wasn't going to score every time it got the ball, 
the blue and silver clad team's defense improved and offered the locals 
their stoutest opposition since Watertown.

Winchester made 19 first downs 
and 294 yards on the ground, an 
awful lot of yardage for only three 
touchdowns, one of which came on 
a pass interc eption. The locals com- 
pleted four of seven passes for 13 
yards, lost 35 yards in penalties 
and fumbled once. Framingham 
made two first downs, rushed for 
30 yards, completed four of eight 
passes, lost 10 yards in penalties 
and fumbled once, recovering. 

Twice Winchester might ha\e 
had touchdowns, if it had stuck to 
the sort of football that, had got- 
ten the ball into scoring position. 
The Red and Black had a world of 
power and when it was correctly 
applied it was very impressive. In 
extenuation of what the "pile-it- 
on" boys think is another poor 
showing, it should be remembered 
that the local first stringers have 
seen little real action since the 
Watertown game, and you don't 
sharpen up too much sitting on the 
bench watching the scrubs play 
ball. 

This Framingham game was 
just what the locals needed, a hard, 
rough game that gave the varsity 
a chance lo play all but the last two 
minutes or so. Framingham didn't 
make a first clown against the first 
team, nor did its passing game go 
anywhere until the scrubs got iii 
there. The locals did pretty well 
considering the fai t that they had 
played no hard football for the 
previous two Saturdays. 

West got tlic opening kickoff 
back to the 23, and the local- were 
immediately penalized 5 yards for 
taking too much time to get 
started. 

Bellino picked up Id yards, a 
lateral from West to Bellino ad- 
vanced the hall to the Framingham 
47 and Bed lino got away again 
around his own right end to a first 
down at the 35. 

West bulled through for six 
yards and Flynn reversed to an- 
other first down at the 24. Bellino 
passed to Flynn for six yards and 
West tossed a short one to Bellino 
for a first down at the 13. In two 
plays Bellino went over, covering 
the last live yards on a surprise- 
shift to the left. West converted at 
placement. 

From then until the half Win- 
chester continued to make a lot of 
ground that did not mean anything, 
losing the ball on a pass intercep- 
tion once when threatening and 
having time run out with the ball 
on the Framingham 11. The local- 
had driven there from their own 
14, to which they were shoved back 

on a very questionable clipping 
penalty. 

With the resumption of play in 
the third guarter Winchester, the 
first time it got the ball, drove from 
its 28 to the Framingham 2<; where 
the locals tried some flossy stuff 
and lost the ball on downs at the 
20. 

Framingham had to kick and 
Bellino was dropped in his tracks 
by both ends on the Winchester 42. 
In two line-bucks West reached the 
Framingham 45 for first clown and 
then, after Bellino was thrown for 
a loss, broke out into the clear to 
reach the Framingham 2ii, the 
last man with a chance to get him 
bringing him down with a block. 

The last quarter opened with 
Bellino picking up six and West 
two. West lost a yard when the 
whole Framingham line sifted 
through to nail him, but Bellino 
slid off tackle to leg it to the five. 
In two belts off tackle West bulled 
over and then passed to Bellino for 
the extra point, Sammy dropping 
the ball after crossing the goal line. 

Framingham was offside on the 
play, and the next time West con- 



verted with a pretty placement 
kick. 

Ferraro, one of the boys who 
broke Winchester's heart last year, 
ran Whittemore's kickoff out 20 
yards to his 40. On first down, 
however.

COLLEGE STL DENTS LOANS 
FROM D. A. R. 

When college students, young 
men or young women, are having 
difficulty in meeting the cost of 
their education, it is interesting 
to note that they may procure as- 
sistance from the Student Loan 
fund of the Massachusetts Society, 
I laughters of the American Rev- 
olution. 

This fund was established 14 
years ago and is being increased 
annually by contributions from 
the 102 chapters in Massachusetts. 

Application for a loan from this 
fund should be made through the 
regent of the local chapter, Mrs. 
Nathaniel W. Nichols, 29 Cres- 
cent road, Winchester. 

To be eligible for a loan, a stu- 
dent must have completed success- 
fully at least one year at college. 
First year students are not eligi- 
ble. 

-Loans are granted to students 
of any race or creed. 

An applicant does not have to be 
a relative of a member of the 
Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution, nor does the applicant 
have to be eligible for membership 
in the society. 

No interest whatsoever is 
charged on any loan from the 
time loan is granted until the 
student has been graduated from 
college one year. 

At that time, interest begins at 
the rate of two per cent advances 
to four per cent the following year 
and to six per cent the next year, 
at which rate it remains until 
loan has been repaid in full. 

College students who are pre-

VETERANS- 
INCREASED 
COMPENSATION 



In her work for the veterans, 
and particularly for the wounded 
veterans of both the first and sec- 
ond World wars. Congressman 
Kdith Nourse Rogers of this city 
probably has become better ac- 
quainted with their needs than anv 
other member of Congress. 

Because of this fact, it is ex- 
pected that her bill, filed July 17. 
to increase compensation under 
the Veterans act for certain types 
of disabled veterans will be given 
deep consideration and probably 
will meet with approval without 
much debate. 

This bill provides additional 
compensation for disabled veter- 
ans who have suffered the loss of 
sight or loss of limbs, as the re- 
sult of service-incurred disability 
and, briefly, allows an increase of 
$55 per month each for loss of one 
foot, one hand, or one eye. with 
a maximum of 8300 per month 
Lnder the present act. such in- 
creases are set at $41.25 per 
month with a maximum of $225. 

There is no money value that 
can be placed on the sacrifices of 
the men who have lost the siirht 
of one or both eyes, or have suf- 
fered amputation of one or both 
arms or legs, and Mrs. Rogers 
makes no attempt in her bill to 
set such v?lues. Her measure is 
designed only to permit the gov- 
ernment to see to it that some 
added compensation is paid to 
these men who have (riven with- 
out stint to their nation, in order 
that their suffering and their 
handicaps may be kept at the low- 
est level humanly possible. This 
is a debt of the nation that cannot 
be avoided in times of war. and to 
Mrs. Rogers must go credit for 
taking the initiative in seeing 
that these war victims are not ne- 
glected.

That's why everyone starts crocheting like crazy at the 
mere mention of an approaching baby. You won Id n t think a tiny i m te 
would need such an extensive wardrobe— for babies, it s called a layette 
— but you can rest assured 
that all the clothes are 
necessary. 

All the handmade arti- 
cles a youngster receives 
have taken time — and 
much loving care has gone 
into their preparations. But 
the reward— a gurgle, or a 
tiny hand curled around 
your thumb— is worth more 
than a hundred formal 
thank-you notes. These 
baby clothes are precious 
possessions and as such 
should be given proper 
care when washed. Here's 
a few simple washing in- 
structions to insure long- 
life for your baby's gar- 
ments. Never soak knitted 
or crocheted garments, 
particuaily those made of 
wool. Wash them quickly 
In lukewarm water and 
mild soapsuds from pure 
soap or Hakes.

destroyed by young hoodlums. 
Both the Chief and "the Mayor" 
felt that the boys ami girls of 
Winchester, by their restraint on 
Hallowe'en, reflected great credit, 
not alone to themselves but to 
their town. We are glad to pass 
along their viewpoint and to add 
our own feeling, which is com- 
plete agreement. 

A quip or a rumor may be a 
little thing.

Located in the cen- 
ter, it is used by many people, 
and when it blossomed out two 
hours slow last Monday morning, 
many were bewildered ami not a 
few inconvenienced. As the week 
rolled through the remarks, caus- 
tic or critical, multiplied. But it 
remained for one prominent cit- 
izen to start the rumor. His ver- 
sion of the condition ran along 
the line that the Sunday collect- 
ion at the church was so far below 
the usual mark that the old clock 
just threw up its hands and stop- 
ped. Now everyone knows that 
this could not be so! And yet, as 
the rumor spread, it became the 
common answer to all queries. 
How absurd! And likewise on 
Wednesday, when everyone was 
asking how the election resulted 
in local offices, The counters were 
reported to have finished their 
work by 2:30, but not until well 
into Wednesday forenoon were 
the results and figures known.

Two busy people besides those 
already mentioned, were Gui- 
dance Director Curtis Nash and 
Principal Wade L. Gr indie who 
was most enthusiastic about the 
evening school session, Mr. Grin- 
die echoed the sentiment which 
practically every teacher took 
wearily home with him that the 
parents are naunch supporters of 
and definitely friendly toward the 
Winchester teaching staff.

At an open meeting of the 
Winchester Women's Council held 
at the library Nov. 1, the delegates 
enjoyed a fine program designed 
to acquaint them with town af- 
fairs. 

Mrs. Henry K. Spencer report- 
ed on the work of the Scholar- 
ship Committee for 1945-1946 
which culminated in the award of 
14 scholarships to graduates of 
Winchester High School. 

Dr. Loren Moore from the State 
Department of Public Health ex- 
plained the many uses of blood 
plasma and the methods of hand- 
ling and breaking it down. He 
persuaded us of the importance 
and value of the Blood Donor 
Service which the State Depart- 
ment of Health is carrying on as- 
sisted by the Red Cross. The 
blood is given by volunteers and 
in turn is free to citizens. Any 
type will be available at any mo- 
ment. Under the program the 
State Mobile Unit may visit a 
community two or three times a 
year to collect blood which is then 
processed and distributed. Sup- 
port has been most encouraging 
and the department feels will in- 
crease with understanding of ben- 
efits from the program.

Sought to Enlarge Winchester 
Arms 



Record Crowd Expected for 
Popular Event 



After a hearing last Friday be- 
fore the Emergency Housing Com- 
mission in Boston, Lester C. Gus- 
tin of 245 Washington street, 
withdrew the petition he had pre- 
sented to the commission for a 
permit to add 11 new single apart- 
ments to the Winchester Arms, on 
land which he had purchased at 
the corner of Webster and Wash- 
ington streets. 

Mr. Gust in. who has been oper- 
ating the Winchester Arms, an 
apartment dwelling of the group- 
house type, first sought a permit 
from the local authorities to en- 
large the building by adding 11 
new units. This was denied, and 
a subsequent appeal to the local 
Board of Appeal was also denied, 
there being considerable objection 
by adjacent property owners. 

At the hearing held by the 
Emergency Housing Commission 
last Friday objectors to the pro- 
posed construction were present 
and the opposition of the town 
boards interested was voiced by 
Town Counsel Vincent P. Clarke. 

After the hearing Mr. Gustin 
sought permission to reopen the 
meeting for the purpose of with- 
drawing his petition, stating he 
did not wish to do anything op- 
posed by town governing bodies.

The Winchester Board of Ap- 
peal held a hearing Tuesday ev- 
ening in the White Building on 
the petition of James A. Cullen, 
who seeks to alter his property at 
H2 Bacon street to include living 
<iuarters for four families in the 
house and for a single family in 
the barn. 

Mr. Cullen plans to occupy one 
<>f the apartments in the house 
with his family. The property 
which he owns is the old George 
Fernald estate, when constructed, 
one of the show places of Win- 
chester, on one of the town's prin- 
cipal streets. It is still located in 
one of the town's best residential 
districts. 

Tuesday evening's hearing was 
largely attended, it being estim- 
ated that about 75 were present, 
with a number of letters being re- 
ceived by the Board of Appeal 
from interested parties unable to 
attend. 

Opinions voiced at the hearing, 
were with the exception of the pe- 
titioners, in opposition to the pro- 
posed development. The Board 
took the petition under advise- 
ment. 



M. D. C. SEEKS PARKWAY 
BIDS 



Chairman Ralph H. Bonnell of 
the Board of Selectmen was no- 
tified yesterday that the Metro- 
politan District Commission ad- 
vertised on that day for bids for 
the construction of the re-loca- 
tion of the Parkway on the west- 
erly side of Manchester Field in 
connection with the reconstruct- 
ion of the playground. 

This was good news from the 
local angle for Commissioner Da- 
vis assured Mr. Bonnell that in 
all probability a start would be 
made at least on the road this 
fall. 

Town work on the playground 
is at present at a standstill since 
about all has been done there that 
can be done until the new road is 
built. 

The town is, however, rip-rap- 
ping the new river bank to pro- 
tect the Metropolitan trunk-line 
sewers which run through the 
field.

WILSON WINS POETIC- 
AWARD 



Sigmund Ipsell Wilson of Win- 
chester, a graduate student in 
the English Department of Har- 
vard University, has recently been 
awarded the Melvin Purkis's Fel- 
lowship for Scholastic Symbolism 
In Verse. This Fellowship is given 
each year to the student who, in 
the eyes of the judges, has sub- 
mitted a poem of highest symbol- 
ic value and styllistic fluency, with 
meanings which reach deeper than 
the average poetry now being 
written in this country. 

The title of Mr. Wilson's prize- 
winning poem, which was unani- 
mously chosen for first place by 
the judges, is "Taut String Un- 
winding." It shows, with a truly 
amazidfj sweep of striking images, 
how a sensitive poet has reacted 
to the Atomic Bomb — and to the 
present, chaotic state of world af- 
fairs. One of the judges. Auden 
Schwartz, a well-known poet and 
critic of poetry, called Mr. Wil- 
son's length poem "a modern mas- 
terpiece." 

The Fellowship is given to Mr. 
Wilson included an outright cash 
award of $500 and entitles him 
to a year's further study of po- 
etic technique at anv college or 
university of his choosing.

12 TO 15 YEARS IX ASSAULT 
CASE 



A 32-year old Boston, ex-G, I., 
was yesterday sentenced to front 
12 to 15 years in Stat? Prison af- 
ter pleading guilty to assault with 
intent to rape on July ',» in Win- 
chester. 

At that time Police say the for- 
mer soldier entered a home on 
Ardley place and assaulted a Wo- 
burn girl who was taking carp of 
a child in the absence of the pa- 
rents. She resisted his attack and 
during the ensuing seuffl<> was 
beaten and bruised. 

Frightened by her screams, the 
young man ran from the house ind 
drove away in an automobile. The 
car was seen and its number given 
the police as well as a description 
of the young man. Finger prints 
were taken at the house by Sgt. 
Sirois of the State Police, who with 
Lt. Joseph Crescio of the Stat" 
Police and Sgt, Thomas F. Cassi- 
dy of the Winchester Police was 
investigating the case. Lt. Cres- 
cio and Sgt. Cassidy continued the 
investigation. 

The young man was picked up at 
Foley Reach in Woburn by Offi- 
cer Edward Reil of the Woburn 
Police who had been co-operating 
with Motorcycle Officer William 
Haggerty of Winchester in at- 
tempting to locate him. He was 
brought to Winchester by Officer 
Haggerty and finger-printed, and 
after being questioned, was allow- 
ed to go. 

Later when it was found his 
fingerprints checked with those 
taken by Sgt. Sirois he was ar- 
rested at his home on Huntington 
avenue in Boston by Sgt. Cassidy 
and Lt. Crescio and arraigned in 
the Woburn Court on charges of 
assault with intent to rape. Po- 
lice sav he was the possessor of 
a police record, 

In the Woburn Court the young 
man was held in heavy bonds for 
the Grand Jury, and in' lieu of bail 
was committed to jail, where he 
hs since remained. The Grand 
Jury indicted him, and after sev- 
eral continuances his case came up 
in court yesterday. 

Sgt. Cassidy handled the case 
for the town and the young mar, 
was defended by Attorney Edward 
M. Viola. The young girl, victim 
of the alleged attack, was the 
principal witness. 

After court had closed the de- 
fendant and his attorney returned 
before Judge Hurley and the for- 
mer pleaded guilty to the charge 
of assault with intent to rape. He 
was then sentenced bv Judge Hur- 
ley to serve 12 to 15 years in 
States Prison.

BRONZE STAR TO CAPT. COE 

( apt. Benjamin Coe, USN, Di- 
rector of Distribution for the First 
Naval District, who now lives at 
."i Lagrange street, Winchester, has 
been awarded the Bronze Star 
Medal with Combat "V". it was 
announced this week at Headquar- 
ters, First Naval District. Boston. 

Captain Coe, a native of Spring- 
field. 111., and an Annapolis man. 
was awarded this decoration for 
exceptional service as Commanding 
Officer of the Destroyer Ross, DD 
563, during action against the Ja- 
panese fonts in the Palau. Ma- 
rianas and Philippine Island- Ar- 
eas during 1944 and 1945. 

Captain Coe is widely known, for 
all assignments of naval person- 
nel throughout the First Naval 
District are made through his of- 
fice. 

The citation which accompanied 
the Bronze Star Medal, awarded 
him by the Secretary of the Na- 
vy James Forrestal in the name of 
the President of the United States, 
reads, in part: 

"Directing his ship with skill 
and aggressiveness. Captain Coe 
provided an effective screen for 
escort carriers at Saipan and later 
conducted shore bombardments at 
Palau.

PATIENCE MAKES GOOD PET PICTURES 



Dogs, cats, birds and other pets 
seem to rate a close second to chil- 
dren as the favorite amateur 
camera subject. Unfortunately, 
most pets are not very cooperative 
when it comes to picture-making. 
They see no reason to hold a pose 
while yon fuss with your camera 
and lights, and usually get up and 
walk off in boredom just as you are 
finally ready to snap the shutter. 

Dors are probably the easiest 
prts to photograph because of their 
willingness to obey commands. Il 
you have your camera and lights 
all set up before putting the dog 
in position, he will usually stay 
long enough for several exposures. 
Like children, dogs need something 
to hold their attention and stimu- 
late various poses and expressions 
Your best bet is to have some one 
the dog likes on the sidelines 
armed with a bit of food, a dog bis- 
cuit or other bait. Then your job 
is reduced to lighting the animal

mals are seldom completely 
Work with flash or natural 
light. It's easier on the dog 
forcing him to stay under 
bright floodlights. Watch your back- 
ground carefully to see that no 
bold patterns or extraneous objects 
compete for attention. Shoot from 
a low camera angle. When you look 
down on animals in pictures, they 
usually don't look right, for that, 
isn't the way your eyes are used 
to seeing them. 

Use the smallest lens aperture 
your light will permit with a shut- 
ter speed of at least 1/100 sec. If 
the dog moves at all you will need 
all the depth of field you can get 
to keep all of him in tocus. And 
don't get too close or you will dis- 
tort the parts of the dog nearest 
the camera. Six feet is a good mini- 
mum distance, and you can blow 
up a portion of your negative later 
if desired.

NAVY OFFERS COLLEGE 
EDUCATION 



The Navy announced last week 
that the first nation-wide compe- 
titive examination for its Officer 
College Training Program has 
been scheduled for Jan. 18, 1947, 
and will be open to high school sen- 
iors or graduates within the age 
requirements. Successful candi- 
dates will be given a four-yeai 
college education at government 
expense and will be commissioned 
officers of the Regular Navy or 
Marine Corps, or of the Reserve, 
upon graduation. Application forms 
must be forwarded in time for 
receipt by Dec. 17. 

Students selected by these com- 
petitive examinations will be of- 
fered entrance in either the Naval 
Reserve Officers Training Corps 
(NROTC) or the Naval Aviation 



College Program (NACP). Those 
selecting the former program will 
attend one of the 52 colleges or 
universities having NROTC units 
where they will receive from the 
government the cost of their tui- 
tion, books, and normal fees and 
$50, a month for the four-year pe- 
riod of education. Upon gradua- 
tion, they may be commissioned in 
the Regular Navy and will be re- 
quired to serve two 'years on ac- 
tive duty if commissioned. Upon 
completion of these two years, 
they mav apply for a permanent 
commission in the Regular Service 
or transfer to the Reserve and re- 
turn to civilian life. 

Those selecting the Naval Avia- 
tion College Program may go to 
any accredited university, college 
or junior college of their choice, 
providing they are accepted for en- 
trance, and receive the same gov- 
ernment benefits. After two years 
of study they will enter a two-year 
program of flight training and 
flight duty as midshipmen, after 
which they will be commissioned 
as officers and serve a year on 
flight duty. Upon completion of 
this duty, they are eligible for a 
permanent commission in the Reg- 
ular Navy or Marine Corps and, if 
accepted, will be sent to a desig- 
nated school for two years of fur- 
ther professional education with 
active duty pay. If they do not 
wish to remain in the Regular 
Service, they will be given Reserve 
commissions and released to inac- 
tive duty and provided an oppor- 
tunity to return to college for two 
more years with tuition, books, 
and fees and $100 a month fur- 
nished by the Navy so that they 
may complete their college educa- 
tion.

The Players opened their 21st 
season in auspicious fashion with 
their performance of "Apley", and 
larger-than-usual audiences each 
of the three nights gave evidence 
of enjoying the show to the full- 
est. They can thank Waldo Bond 
for much of their enjoyment. By 
no means outstanding theatre, the 
play is on the wordy side and 
could easily grow tiresome with 
the title role in any but strong 
hands. 

Everyone is too familiar with 
Marquand's satire on Boston of 
the early nineteen hundreds to de- 
vote space to the plot, and there 
really isn't a plot anyhow. The 
show is merely a series of dis- 
cussions, or scenes, if you like, 
held together loosely by the love- 
stories of the Apley children, in 
which George, the pater familis, 
projects his philosophy of life 
which is the "noblesse oblige" of 
blue-blooded Back Bay Boston 
"where the Lowells talk only to 
Cabots and the Cabots talk only 
to God." 

It is hard t<> think how Mr, 
Bond's Apley could have been 
improved upon. Certainly he had 
his voluminous lines at the tip of 
his tongue and certainly he point- 
ed them beautifully. And certain- 
ly they need to be pointed. A clev- 
er inflection here, an eloquent 
pause there are very necessary to 
prevent them from degenerating 
into mere verbiage which could 
become boring. 

Mr. Bond never permitted this 
to happen. His performance was 
always vital, replete with little 
refinements and anticipations, and 
imbued with a sincerity that, 
grudirinjrly perhaps, won your res- 
pect for Apley. the man, in spite 
of his fetishes of breeding and 
environment. As Mr. Bond played 
him, Apley was amusing, rather 
than funny, a man to be pitied 
rather than ridiculed, and withal, 
respected for his adherence to a 
code which alone to him was a 
raison d'etre. 

At no time did Mr. Bond's con- 
ception of his role sag from its 
original high level. His handling 
of the burial-letter scene was ad- 
mirable. hi< naivite over I' reud 
beautifully put over, while lus an- 
ticipation of his election to the 
presidency of the bird-watchers 
and his subsequent pained sur- 
prize at his rejection were price- 
less. , ,. 

Equally good in a less exacting 
role was* Mrs. Dalrymple as Cath- 
erine Apley. Already established 
as an actress of rare versatility 
and real ability. Mrs. Dalrymple 
won new laurels in this, her lat- 
est impersonation, playing Apley s 
wife with complete success and in 
a manner to complement the lead 
role beautifully. It too would have 
been virtually impossible to im- 
prove upon her performance. 

The other characters of the play 
are. with one or two exceptions 
called upon to do very ittle. That 
they .lid that little well, however, 
added up to a more finished and 
enjoyable performance. 

Of those we remember partic- 
ularly. Miss Croughwell was a 
spirited Eleanor, her diction be- 
ing especially good, and Mrs. da- 
mage was a sufficiently disag- 
reeable Amelia. Both Mr. Blake 
and Mr. Lindh played their parts 
in the proper vein, the latter 
playing the crotchety cynical 
Roger convincingly. 

Mi»» ^"7'um made an outstand- 
ing contribution to the play in 
her handling of the role of Ag- 
nes Willing, especially in her 
scene with John, which she play- 
ed with a simple sincerity, direct- 
ness and emotional restraint which 
tne audience rewarded with utter 
quiet after she had left the stage. 
Mr Burtnett and Mr. O Brier, 
seemed not too happily cast and 
Mr. Plumer though statuesque, 
seemed hardly the butler type. 

We have already referred to the 
burial-letter scene. Another cork- 
er, was the assembling of the Ap- 
leys after Thanksgiving dinner. 
That really was a gem. 

The two sets for the show were 
excellent, the lighting as it should 
have been and both business and 
direction very good. At the final 
curtain Saturday the audience re- 
mained in their seats applauding 
until the lights were switched up.

In a special audience at Castel 
Gandolfo recently H i s Holi- 
ness, Pope Pius XII. received a 
Care food package sent by an Am- 
erican to him for distribution to 
a needy family in Italy. General 
Geoffrey Baldwin, Chief of Mis- 
sion for ( are, the Cooperative for 
American Remittances to Europe 
made the presentation. 

The forty-nine pound package 
was sent by John J. Cansidine of 
Somerville, Mass. Asked to make 
a statement, about his gift, Mr. 
Cansidine replied, "1 read about 
conditions in Italy and I wanted 
to help. 1 felt that the Pope would 
be in a good posit <>n to find a 
family who really needed that 
food." 

The Care package Mr. Cansidine 
sent contains 29 pounds net of nu- 
trition.-, balanced food amounting 
to 40,000 calories— enough to sup- 
plement the diet of an individual 
for forty to fifty days.

Winchester and Woburn High 
Schools, arch-rivals through the 
years, await the whistle that will 
send them against each other in 
their annual Thanksgiving Day 
football < : 'lassic, to be placed this 
year at the Woburn High School 
stadium at tlv rear of the high 
school on Montvale avenue com- 
mencing at 10:1.">. 

The boys who make their pre- 
dictions on season's records have 
installed Winchester a favorite in 
this year's game, and we suppose 
on the showing of the teams Win- 
chester deserves whatever edge 
there is, 

The Tanners' won and loss rec- 
ord is not impressive, they having 
beaten only Johnson High of An- 
dover, 21-0, and Stoneham, 7-0; 
while losing to Fitehburg, 6-20; 
Revere, 0-2o; Watertown, 13-14. 
Reading, 0-12; Wakefield, 12-19; 
Marlboro, 0-12. and Dedham, 0-21. 

Granting that the Tanners may- 
have played a slightly harder 
schedule than Winchester, or have 
they, there still is nothing about 
the above record to indicate that 
Woburn is blessed with any great 
offensive strength this year, 

Winchester, on the other hand, 
hasn't tasted defeat yet in nine 
games, though it was held to a 
7-7 tie by Belmont, a team pos- 
sibly better than any Woburn has 
faced with the exception of Re- 
vere. The locals won from Lex- 
ington, 19-0; Swampscott, 13-0;

Since 1025 Winchester has won 
nine and Woburn. seven, with five 
trames ties. Ponder this a bit be- 
fore you sink all your Govern- 
ment allotment on either team. In 
rivalries like Winchester and Wo- 
burn past form means little. 
Breaks, the weather and the con- 
dition of the clubs usually decide 
objectiva games. 

The teams this year are pretty 
, evenly matched physically. West, 
Nichols and Buzzotta may give 
Winchester a slight edge in the 
weights, but this will be more 
than offset by the Tanners play- 
ing in their own backyard. We re- 
peat, Winchester ought to win, 
but then again, we dunno!

Rev William Francis Lyons, 
pastor of St. Theresa's Church in 
West Roxbury, died Saturday 
morning, Nov. 16, at the New 
England Sanitoiium in Stoneham, 
following a prolonged illness.

His first assignment wa- to 
Sacred Heart Church in West 
Lynn, where he remained for 
about 20 years, before being made 
pastor of Our Lady of Sorrows 
Church in Sharon. 

Fr. Lyons was advanced lo pas 
tor of St. Theresa's Church Sept 
20, 1926, When he went to West 
Roxbury the parish church con 
sisted of a modest frame struct 
tire. The continued growth of the 
parish under his leadership 
prompted Fr. Lyons to acquire the 
site on Center street at St. The- 
resa's avenue where the church 
now stands and to build the ma- 
jestic edifice of Gothic architec- 
ture which his Eminence, the late 
William Cardinal O'Connell call- 
ed the most beautiful church in 
the world of its type. 

With characteristic modesty Fr. 
Lyons gave most of the credit foi 
the beautiful new church to his 
parishioners, but they in turn 
knew it was the wise, energetic 
and industrious leadership of their 
pastor which made the new build- 
ing possible. In the words of a 
member of the parish, Fr. Lyons 
"stood out in reflected glory in 
every brick and stone." 

The deceased pastor leaves two 
sisters, Miss Emily Lyons of 5 
Everett avenue, and Mrs. William 
H. Bowen of Lynn; two brothers, 
Dr. George A. Lyons of Lynn and 
Swampscott and John J. Lyons of 
Somerville; several nieces and a 
nephew. 

The office of the dead was 
chanted Monday afternoon at St. 
Theresa's Church by priests of 
surrounding parishes, and from 
then until the solemn funeral mass 
Tuesday morning Fr. Lyons lay in 
state in the church. 

Archbishop Richard J. Cushing 
presided at the solemn requiem 
mass at 10 o'clock on Tuesday, 
the celebrant being Rev Denis F. 
Murphy of the Gate of Heaven 
Church, South Boston. Rev. Fran- 
cis L. Shea, pastor of St. Mi- 
chael's Church, Andover, was dea- 
con; Rev. Joseph P. Mantle, cur 
ate of St. Theresa's, subdeacon. 
and Rev. John P. Redding, anoth- 
er curate at St. Theresa's, master 
of ceremonies. Rev. Francis X. 
Sallaway of Sacred Heait Church. 
West Roxbury. delivered the eu- 
logy. 

More than 100 priests TnrouL'h- 
out the diocese attended the mass, 
with delegations from the Holy 
Name Society. St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, Knights of Colum- 
bus and the Men's Club of St. 
Theresa'-. 

Members of the Woman's Cath- 
olic Club of the church formed a 
guard of honor as the body of 
their pastor left the church.

Though the principle is possi- 
bly of Egyptian origin, the aba- 
cus was developed by pre-Chris- 
tian Greeks and Romans, says the 
National Geographic Society. Aba- 
cus is the Latin form of the Greek 
word by which the counting table 
originally was known. 

Pebbles were first used on the 
counting tables, which were lined 
iH parallel columns for units, tens, 
hundreds, etc. The pebbles were 
moved up ami down, just as aba- 
cus beads are pushed on their 
metal wires or rods. 

From the Latin word for the 
pebbles thus used come the Eng- 
lish words "calculate" and ''cal- 
culus.'' 

This ancient abacus progressed 
to a board containing parallel

School children today are just 
as much interested in railroads as 
they were before the advent of 
the airplane, according to Her- 
bert L. Baldwin of Winchester, 
Publicity Manager of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad and the Maine 
Central Railroad. 

At a panel discussion during 
the two-day annual meeting of the 
American Railway Magazine Ed- 
itors Association, Mr. Baldwin 
disclosed that more than 220,000 
entries have already been received 
from school children in a contest 
in which grammar school pupils 
of public and parochial schools in 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
Vermont and Maine are given an 
opportunity to choose names for 
24 new coaches which the two 
northern New England roads will 
place in service early next year. 

"Those who think the youngs- 
ters of today are interested 
chiefly in airplanes," Baldwin 
told the editors at the meet- 
ing, "may be surprised, as we 
were, at the unprecedented num- 
ber of entries which have literal- 
ly swamped us from big city and 
rural town schools since we an- 
nounced the contest. Bear in mind 
there is no prize being offered, 
just the simple opportunity of 
choosing the name and of having 
the name of the pupil who sug- 
gested it placed on a panel on the 
side of one of the $2,000,000 
worth of new railroad cars. 

"Confining the participants to 
pupils in the 5th to 8th grades of 
the schools we had anticipated 
perhaps several thousand entries. 
But the judges of the contest 
who comprise the commissioners 
of education; the chairmen of the 
public utilities bodies in the four 
states; and Kenneth Roberts of 
Kennebunk, Me., noted author, 
are confronted with a tremendous 
task with more than 200,000 en- 
try blanks already in hand, with 
each mail bringing sacks more, in 
order to choose the final 24 win- 
ning names. 

"Some of the youngsters wrote 
us of evening-long sessions with 
their parents before the entry 
blank was finally filled out with 
a carefully-chosen suggestion. The 
ingenuity and variance of their 
suggestions reflects not only an 
evident excellence in their school- 
ing, but a very marked evidence 
of their intense interest in rail- 
roads. One thing, at least, is prov- 
en beyond all doubt by the aval- 
anche of suggestion forms. That 
is, the youngsters of today istill 
are much interested in the ro- 
mance of the rails. Accompanying 
many of the entries were letters 
from the children which told of 
their enthusiasm for trains and 
especially of their interest in 
traveling on them. 

"We had hoped to announce the 
winners late this month but sift- 
ing the mass of entries will delay 
tl e derision of the judges for at 
lea<t a month."

Traveling 3,000 miles in a 
State the size of New York, New 
Jersey and Pennslyvania. Dr. C. 
H. Tozier of Winchester, this 
summer refurbished an already 
renown collection of pictures with 
magnifteient stills and movies in 
natural color in Colorado. 

Calling his latest collection 
"Colorado the Colorful". Dr. Toz- 
ier will show them for the first 
time next Thursday, Nov. 26, at 
the First Congregational Church. 
The time will be 7:1") p, m. 

The program will be under the 
auspices of the Men's Club, and 
the evening will be "Ladies 
Night". There will be no admis- 
sion charged. At the request of 
Dr. Tozier. a Research Fellow in 
Visual Education at Harvard, a 
collection will be taken during the 
course of his lecture, the proceeds 
to be devoted to a memorial win- 
dow to church members who died 
in World War II. 

Colorado's topography embra- 
ces o83 mountains of 12,000 feet 
altitude or better — making the 
State a fitting subject for the 
searching lens of his camera. 

He says of his latest pictures: 
"We visited many of the tine 
homes and gardens of Denver, 
then drove through Este> Park, 
across Rooky Mountain Park, 
down Trail Ridge Road to Grand 
Lake. 

"From there we traveled down, 
through lofty mountains and deep 
Canyons to Colorado Springs. 
This is one of the most beautiful 
resorts in the United States. Pic- 
tures were obtained of gardens, 
flowers, canyons, mountains and 
other geological wonders. 

"At Canyon City, the highest 
suspension bridge in the world 
was crossed and the depths of the 
Royal Gorge woe visited. Trips 
were made to the outstanding mi- 
ning districts and into the Black 
Canyon of the Gunnison, almost a 
rival of thi' Grand Canyon of the 
Colorado." 

Some of Dr. Tozier's most 
memorable pictures were taken in 
the region where the States of 
Colorado. New Mexico, Utah and 
Arizona meet. This is dominated 
by the vast Mesa Verde, rich in 
prehistoric ruins, scenic splendor 
and monuments. Here, too. is the 
nation's great areheological mu- 
seum. 

Other of his pictures capture 
the appeal of the old mining re- 
gion in the vicinity of Creede. the 
srreat sand dunes of Alamosa, the 
heavers of La Veta Pass, and trie 
huge dykes of Stonewall.

The Winchester Art Associa- 
tion's current show at the Libra- 
ry is a memorial exhibition of 
oils, water-colors and etchings by 
Charles H. Woodbury (1864- 
1940). 

Mr. Woodbury is famous for 
his marines, and there are a num- 
ber of these studies in the local 
show, as well as several rather 
unusual subjects. 

"Liberty Loan", for instance, is 
a large canvas depicting march- 
ers filing down a city street past 
a tall building with crowds lin- 
ing the way. A typical city sky- 
lino frowns down upon the march- 
ers, rimming an aqua sky, while 
a huge American flag, carried by 
the marchers, adds a note of col- 
or. 

"Birches in Autumn" is very 
delicately painted and a charming 
study, the graceful white trunks 
being sharply etched against au- 
tumn oranges and reds under a 
beautiful pink-blue sky with deep 
blue shading at the sky-line. 

Of especial interest is a self 
portrait, on the dark side, of an 
elderly, white bearded gentleman, 
with a paint-brush held in * left 
hand. 

"Public Garden Snow" is an- 
other non-marine that shows the 
Woodbury versatility, for it is 
cleverly painted to suggest snow 
swirling through a maze of tree 
trunks and limbs with a city sky- 
line that includes the dome of the 
State House and a graceful church 
spire looming in the grayish back- 
ground. 

"The Beach" is an interesting 
study with tine depth, A huddle of 
colorful f igures in bathing dress 
is shown in the foreground and 
dotting the Bandy flats that 
stretch out to breakers in the far 
background with its vague sky- 
line. The suits of the bathers in 
this, and "The Bath-Houses" 
dates the canvases as far from 
contemporary. "The Bath-Houses" 
is very sharply painted and i< 
full of color, the wooden buildings 
being done m greens and browns 
with white clouds (lotting a 
bright blue sky. 

There is line perspective and 
excellent draftsmanship in "Corn- 
wall Coast", an especially rugged 
bit of painting in nicely blended 
blues and greens with sugges- 
tions of brown. 

This picture is very strongly 
painted and the same is true of 
"Coming In", with its small sail- 
boat breasting a long green-comb- 
er a-' -be passes a rocky ledge. 
The heave and motion of the sea 
is nicely suggested in this fine 
canvas which is on the somber 
side, by comparison with that 
large luminous water-color. "Sea 
and Rocks", with its flying foam 
and spray. 

"Turbot Creek" is as charming 
a little study as there is in the 
show, with its colorfully ram- 
shackle Maine lobster-houses hud- 
dled in beach-grass along a shal- 
low creek that winds away tow- 
ard th<- sky-line. This finely 
drawn and sensitively painted 
study will strike an immediately 
responsive chord in those who 
know the picturesque spot it de- 
picts so well. The wharf spiles in 
the foreground suggest the art- 
ist's vantage post as well as lend 
additional atmosphere. 

"The Green Motor Boat" is an- 
other fine marine, with its fish- 
erman in oilskins steering his 
-mall boa! over sullen green wa- 
ter pas! :• rugged ledgy point coy. 
eretl With -now. "Boat Ashore" is 
a gloomy study in grays, and 
"Con-tit ut ion" shows this famous 
old frigate moored to its wharf, 
across flat water. 

Tin re are some nicely done et- 
ching.- in the show, "The Dory" 
and two studies of Portsmouth be- 
ing especially interesting. Among 
the water-colors are several of 
mountains, all colorful and broad- 
ly painted. That of "Mt. P' lee 
Rainbow" has an unusual storm 
setting. 

Mi. Woodbury, a- would be ex- 
pected from one of his high rep- 
utation, paints water well, in its 
many moods, from the flat bright 
water left in beach hollows to the 
heaving -well of big combers. 

His paintings will remain at 
the library through this month 
and the gallerv is open to the pub- 
lic.

Winchester High outclassed Wo- 
burn High, 26-0, a t Woburn 
Thanksgiving morning to win the 
State Class (' title as Quincy wal- 
loped North Quincy, 31-6. North 
Quincy, though beaten once pre- 
viously by Weymouth, had a slight 
lead for the C Crown by virtue of 
playing more B teams than Win- 
chester, and would have WOO the 
championship had it won from 
Quincy. The locals win at Woburn 
gave them an unbeaten season, 
marred only by a 7-7 tie with 
Belmont. 

Winchester won about as it 
pleased at Woburn, making 3 5 
first downs and 290 yards on the 
ground, completing one of its two 
passes for only a yard and being 
penalized 45 yards. Woburn made 
6 first downs and 49 yards by 
rushing, completed two of eight 
passes for 56 yards, was penalized 
40 yards and fumbled once. 

A crowd estimated as approach- 
ing 8.000 crowded onto the side- 
lines and jammed every available 
seat creeping into the end zones 
so that the game had to be halted 
twice in the final minutes to clear 
the field.

TO ELECTRIC UTILITY 
CUSTOMERS 



The Civilian Production Administration has asked us to notify 
you of the issuance of Utilities Order U-14, prohibiting certain 
uses of electricity in the interest of conserving coal. 



Paragraph fc) of Utilities Order U-14, 
as it applies to Boston Edison customers 
reads: 

"(c) Initial Curtailment. After 6:00 
o'clock p.m. on Monday, November 25, 
1946, no consumer shall use electricity for 
any of the purposes listed in Schedule I of 
this order." 

Schedule I reads as follows: 

"Pursuant to paragraph (c) of this 
order, no consumer shall use electricity for 
any of the following purposes: 

1. Refrigeration for air-conditioning ex- 
cept to the extent essential for industrial 
processes or for health and safety. 

2. Outdoor and indoor advertising and 
promotional lighting. 

3. Outdoor display and flood lighting 
except to the extent necessary for the 
conduct of outdoor business or services. 

4. Outdoor or indoor decorative and 
ornamental lighting. 

5. Show window or show case lighting. 

6. Marquee lighting in excess of 60 watts 
for each marquee. 

7. White way street lighting in excess of 
the amount determined by local public 
authority to be necessary for public 
safety. 

8. Outdoor or indoor sign lighting except 

for 

(I) Directional or identification signs 
required for fire and police protec- 
tion, traffic control, transportation 
terminals, or hospitals, or direc- 
tional or identification lighting for 
any similar essential public serv- 
ices; 

(II) Directional or identification signs 
using not more than 60 watts per 



establishment, for doctors and for 
hotels and other public lodging 
establishments. 
0 Outdoor entrance lighting, except the 
minimum essential for public health 
and safety and then not more than 60 
watts per entrance. 

10. Any other form of general outdoor or 
indoor illumination in or about any 
commercial, industrial or other non- 
residential establishment in excess of 
75 per cent of the illumination nor- 
mally used. 

11. In excess of 75 per cent of the normal 
passenger elevator or escalator service 
in any building having more than one 
passenger elevator or escalator." 

Your attention is also invited to fhe 
following provisions of Utilities Order 
U-14. 

Paragraph (h Appeals. 

"Appeals from the restrictions on uses of 
electricity listed in Schedule I . . . shall be 
addressed to the Office for Emergency 
Controls, Civilian Production Administra- 
tion. Washington 25. D. C. Ref: U-14." 

Paragraph (k) Violations. 

"When the Civilian Production Adminis- 
tration determines that any person is using 
electricity in violation of this order, it may- 
direct the electric supplier serving such 
person to disconnect service and prescribe 
the conditions under which service may be 
reconnected. In addition, any person who 
wilfully violates any provision of this order 
or who in connection with this order wil- 
fully conceals a material fact or furnishes 
false information to any department or 
agency of the United States is guilty of a 
crime and upon conviction may be pun- 
ished by fine or imprisonment."

1 would be pleased to have you 
print the enclosed article explain- 
ing in detail a little more than 
has been done in the discussions 
that 1 have heard about the elim- 
ination of the grade crossing for 
several years. The first time this 
plan was called to my attention 
was 18 years ago, when I was a 
member of the Water Ways Com- 
mittee. It impressed me very fa- 
vorably at that time and 1 have 
always felt that that general plan 
of running around the obstruct- 
ions to be eliminated was the bet- 
ter way, rather than to raise the 
town or divide it into two parts. 

I was very busy with Water 
Ways improvements and there- 
fore gave no particular thought 
to this until the second World 
War, when I seemed to have run 
out of projects to benefit the 
town of Winchester. And so I 
went to Mr. Kellaway and asked 
him if he wanted to gamble. If 
he did, 1 asked him if he would 
give- a few months' study to per- 
fecting this plan just as he 

would if he were to actually do the \ other safety devices and 



In studying the plan for the im- 
provement of the waterways in the 
Town of Winchester it became ap- 
parent that a successful treatment 
was more or less involved with the 
Boston and Maine Railroad, locat- 
, ed in the center of the Aberjona 
River valley. 

Upon further study it became 
clear that the elimination of the 
grade crossing would need to be 
studied to see if the tracks should 
i be lowered, raised or kept at the 
present level, as it will affect the 
' height of the bridges needed to b'> 
rebuilt under the railroad of larg- 
1 er capacity to take care of the in- 
creased flow of water in the river 
in the future; also to allow boats 
| to pass under for maintenance and 
canoes for pleasure. 

There are three ways of handling 
\ the tracks; to lower them, to raise 
them, or to leave them at their 
present level. To raise the tracks 
i would make a causeway through 
the center of the town, hereby di- 
viding the town in two parts. To 
lower them would eliminate any 
prospect of subways and would re- 
duce the height of the new water- 
way bridges needed under the 
tracks, besides raising all the 
streets and buildings about the 
Center, a stupendous undertakintr. 
To keep them as at present would 
allow subways to be built and the 
center of the town saved from 
1 heavy damages and a tremendous 
upheaval during the raising of the 
town. 

The present existing condition at 
the crossing is perhaps one of the 
, worst examples of a danger spot 
| in the State of Massachusetts. It

Town Hall could be reached from 
any point of Winchester near the 
carline by using the street cars 
without need for a transfer. Win- 
chester Place is shown to be wid- 
ened to give free access to the 
shopping district upon both sides of 
the railroad, as well as give direct 
connection with the other side of 
the tracks for the fire apparatus 
and the police departments. A por- 
tion of Main street that would 
exist on the westerly side of the 
tracks after the plan is carried out 
could be abandoned and the land 
sold for building purposes thereby 
increasing taxable property. 

There will also be increased va- 
lue in the land now existing be- 
tween the Center and the New 
Highway; it will enlarge the ('en- 
ter reclaiming much cheap prop- 
erty. 

The increase in distance of the 
New Highway in comparison with 
the present route will be imper- 
ceptible in this present day of mo- 
tor traffic. For from a point at 
the junction of Main Street and 
Washington Street upon the east- 
erly side of the tracks to a point 
in front of Whitney's Mill upon 
Main Street on the westerly side 
of the railroad over the proposed 
New Highway is only 400 feet 
additional distance over the pres- j 
ent route. 

Likewise, taking a point upon ! 
Church Street in front of the I 
Parker-Lane Building upon the 
westerly side of the tracks and 
over the New Highway to a point 
at the junction of Mt. Vernon and 
Washington Streets on the east- 
erly side near the Town Hall is 
only 300 feet increase over the 
present way. 

The grades are to he at a rate 
of 5 and (i per cent, which is a 
rise of five or six feet in one hun- 
dred feet of highway, a very easy 
grade. The grade of the highway 
could be made steeper if desired. 
The clearance of the railroad 
bridge is shown to be 18 feet, the 
minimum that should be con- 
structed, to accommodate the new 
type of railroad equipment. 

A subway is placed at the Cen- 
ter crossing so that free access 
can be had by foot with each side 
of the town for shoppers, and es- 
pecially by the school children 
passing under the tracks to 
school. 

Another subway is placed at the 
railroad station to eliminate the 
existing and much disliked over- 
head bridge. This subway will be 
of great convenience for direct 
access to the post-office, the sta-

This 
open land is the key point for the 
proposed study and gives the town 
the wonderful opportunity to make 
the grade crossing change with 
reasonable expense and with but 
little interruption to traffic or 
business during the time the 
changes are being made. Then t>v 
a 70 feet wide highway continuing 
in a westerly direction, the Aber- 
jona River is shown to he spanned 
by a single arched bridge at 35 
feet wide at the water line, being 
the same width as the Main street 
bridge and the Waterfield street 
bridge.

The Winchester High School 
Radio Workshop, inaugurated in 
October, has made steps toward 
reaching its goal of teaching ra- 
dio production and engineering. 
The organization has already 
elected permanent officers and 
they are Edward Shaw, president;

Barbara Gaffney. secretary; and 
Klaus Halm, treasurer. Mr. Cur- 
tis Nash is the faculty adviser. 
The Workshop has also drawn up 
and passed a constitution to Kov- 
ern itself.

No! because 
the Board of Appeal, plus neigh- 
bors of those wishing to convert 
their large properties to accom- 
modate us desperate families, are 
constantly refusing these various 
requests. 

I certainly believe that the zo- 
ning Ijiws should be thoroughly 
modified so that anyone wishing 
tc convert without overcrowding 
or changing outside appearance 
should be permitted to do so. 

I, like many another, should 
not be forced out of Winchester 
when there is so much available 
room being wasted just because 
a group of people, who have nev- 
er had to search for a roof over 
their heads, decide to hold the 
reins and make the struggle so 
hard for this army of post war 
homeless. 

My husband was born in Win- 
chester. I've resided there 20 
years and we'd like our son to be 
brought up there. 

How about doing something to 
improve this situation?

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 

i 

Editor of the Star: 

I learned through the Star that 
there is to be a hearing on the 
proposal to have a Board of Pub- 
lic works in Winchester. 

This idea has been in the minds 
of some of the citizens more than 
once, even as far back as fifty 
years ago or more. The first at- 
tempt to improve the manage- 
ment of the Highway work was, 
I think, in 1893 when a Board of 
Highway Commissioners was 
elected which took the supervision 
of highways out of the hands of 
the Selectmen, but the mistake 
was made in putting two mem- 
bers of the selectmen on the Com- 
mission, and since the selectmen 
were against the whole idea, 
there was trouble right away, and 
the Highway Commission was 
thrown out the window, two years 
later. During these two years, 
however, the first attempt was 
made to build macadam highways, 
but since the town had no equip- 
ment other than a five ton stone 
roller there was little progress. 
Dirt roads, were the rule over the 
whole town and very little storm 
water drainage. 

In 1897 an out of town superin- 
tendant of streets was employed, 
and the first steam roller and 
other road-making equipment was 
installed, and a real start was 
made in modern road construct- 
ion. 

On or about 1899 or 1900 Mr. 
Arthur Whitney, with two or 
three others interested in town 
affairs thought the time had ar- 
rived to appoint a Town Engin- 
eer and place all the records of 
the different departments under 
the care of the Engineering De- 
partment. There was considerable 
opposition to the idea from sev- 
eral directions, but Mr. Whitney 
had the backing of Mr. Charles 
T. Main of the Water Board, him- 
self a well known engineer, the 
members of the Sewer Board, and 
one or two of the members of the 
Board of Selectmen. 

At the next town meeting this 
proposal was adopted and I was 
appointed by the Selectmen as 
the First Town Engineer. There 
was some talk during the next 
year or two of having a Board of 
Public Works but it never came 
to a head, and except for the com- 
bining of the sewer and water 
hoards as one department, there 
has been little or no change in 
the public works set-up. 

Since Public Works are largely 
of an engineering nature, it has 
been found that better adminis- 
tration as a whole is assured, as 
in the case of City or Town Man- 
agers. However, any Board of 
Public Winks should be made up 
largely of men with an engineer- 
ing background. 

Since the Highway Department 
expands the largest amount of 
money and is an engineering pro- 
ject, any man who is- appointed to 
head-up the administrative posi- 
tion should have had engineering 
training, as well as knowledge of 
modem road construction. He al- 
so should have had experience in 
water works construction and m- 
maintenance, and the same in 
sewer work. As for the Park and 
Cemetery problems, other than 
some surveying work, the job is 
largely of a supervisory nature. 

While a man mav be a good en- 
gineer he. as well as men in oth- 
er professions, may not prove to 
be one who can do a good job of 
supervision in the labor end of 
the project, and right here is 
where much of construction cost 
runs up, and calls for a man who 
can organize his working force so 
that it functions with the most 
economy and efficiency. Without 



doubt this is where men in super- j 
visory positions fail. 

There is no question but what 
there have been many improve- 
ments made in these last fifty 
years throughout the town and 
that the Town Government has 
been good, if not better, than any 
town or city in the State. How- 
ever, there is no doubt that if all 
construction and maintenance ac- 
tivities were brought under the 
supervision of a single board and 
a well qualified superintendent, 
that many economies could be ef- 1 
fected. Since much of the public 
work is of an engineering nature 
an engineering branch must be 
maintained and its functions 
maintained as it was intended in 
its original set-up. 

I understand that the Finance 
Board advised that a committe be 
appointed to report on the sub- 
ject and that the hearing to be 
held will discuss the advisability 
of creating a Board of Public 
Works. From my experience and 
observation over the last fifty 
years, in different parts of the 
United States, it would seem to 
me that this proposal is a step in 
the right direction. 
To the Editor: 

I have made this statement as 
a review of what the town tried 
to do fifty years ago, since I be- 
lieve I am the only person living 
that was a member of the town 
government at that time. Edmund 
Sanderson and George Davidson 
were then just kids. 

I do not wish to be critical of the 
work that has been done, yet no 
doubt one could find holes that 
could and should have been plug- 
ged. Perhaps a new Public Works 
Department could find and plug 
such holes, if any.

The Ascendancy of the United 
States in world affairs has not 
been accidental. Ours was the 
first large nation to establish a 
democratic educational system 
"peri to all through the elementa- 
ry, secondary, and, in some mea- 
sure, higher educational institu- 
tions. Through this educational 
system we turned into the stream 
of American life constructive 
powers beyond the equipment of 
any other population. By virtue 
of public education we became a 
mighty citadel of economic, so- 
cial, political, and even military 
strength. Our rise to word lead- 
ership was made easy by the fact 
that other large nations lagged 
far behind us in their education- 
al efforts. 

It is reported that Russia, in 
, her economic poverty, spends the 
equivalent of thirteen billion dol- 
lars, or twenty per cent of her 
national income, for education. 
We, in our enormous wealth, 
spend less than three billion dol- 
lars, or less than two per cent of 
our income on education. In the 
worldwide struggle between de- 
mocracy and communism as ways 
of life, the outcome will be deter- 
mined by education, not by force; 
tl'.e victor will be the teacher, not 
the soldier. 

Yet despite the low legal requi- 
rements for teaching, there are 
ins. iioo emergency teachers who 
cannot meet the lowest standards 
in their respective states. \ full 
school year has passed since V-.J 
day, ami we have 29.000 more em- 
ergency teachers today than a 
year ago. The deterioration in 
quality of replacements is more 
serious than the loss of numbers. 
One reliable authority has estim- 
ated that the average level of 
preparation of teachers for the 
nation as a whole has dropped by 
one full year of college training. 
The Exodus from Teaching 
The exodus from the teaching 
profession in recent years is pro- 
bably the most striking vocation- 
al migration in our history. As 
nearly as I can estimate on the 
basis of available data, 033.2H0 
teachers have quit the profession 
entirely since 1939. Approximate- 
ly 80,000 positions have simply 
not been filled; the number of 
teaching positions has been re- 
duced, and the work has been 
distributed among the remaining 
teachers. 

Despite these losses we still 
have several hundred thousand 
excellent teachers in our schools. 
Most of these, however, have heltl 
on loyally from a former period 
when teaching was more attract- 
ive to young peope making voca- 
tional choices. These have become 
so attached to their work, so im- 
bued with their love of children, 
and so devoted to their mission 
that they continue at heavy per- 
sonal sacrifice. 

Not only men, however, stopped 
going to the teachers' colleges. 
The number of women in teach- 
ers' colleges dropped by one-third 
in the two years from 1941 to 
1943. Colleges and universities as 
a whole reported an increase of al- 
most twenty per cent in the num- 
ber of women students from 1941 
to 1945. Teachers' colleges on the 
other hand, reported a decline of 
almost twenty per cent in the 
number of women students. 
The College Picture 
Only a handful of the college 
students are preparing to teach. 
In 1920 there were twenty-two 
per cent of all college students 
enrolled in teachers' colleges. 
In 1930 there were seventeen per 
cent of all college students enroll- 
ed in teachers' colleges. Last year 
there were seven per cent of our 
college students enrolled in teach- 
ers' colleges. Of the GI's enrolled 
in college, barely four per cent 
are in teacher education. 

One major cause of our present 
condition — though by no means 
the only one - - is the teacher's 
salary. A recent article in the 
Reader's Digest was entitled 
"Teachers' Pay — A National 
Disgrace." It is that, and worse. 
The Salary Situation 
In 1989 the average teacher's 
salary in the United States was 
$1.40S - that average includes 
not only classroom teachers, but 
principals and superintendents as 
well. During the year just closed, 
the average teacher's salary in 
the nation was about $1,950. But. 
two things have happened to the 
teacher's salary. In the first place, 
approximately #250 went for fed- 
eral taxation. In the second place 
the $1,700 he had after taxes was 
worth not more than seventy four 
cents on the dollar as compared 
with 1939 values. 

Inflationary forces of invincible 
strength are pushing still lower 
the value of the teacher's dollar. 
The increases of 10 per cent and 
20 per cent and 25 per cent which 
teachers will receive here anil 
there next year will have about as 
much effect on the situation as a 
bucketful of water would have 
had on the Hotel LaSalle fire. 

For the year 1944-45 the esti- 
mated average teacher's salary in 
the United States was $1,800, 
while the median salary of profes- 
sional employees of the Federal 
government was $3,560. Since 
that time the increases in Feder- 
al salary scale have made the dis- 
parity greater. 

In countless instances the teach- 
ing load placed upon the teacher 
has passed to the point of dimin- 
ishing returns. The school curri- 
culum itself has greatly expand- 
ed in recent years, increasing the 
scope and range of the teacher's 
responsibilities to each child. The 
place of national and world events 
has been accelerated to the point 
that a teacher must find more 
and. more time for reading and 
study to keep abreast of current 
developments. 

Record and clerical work of the 
teacher has increased as educa- 
tion has become more scientific 
and professional. 



The Root Problems 

The factors I have mentioned 
are merely symptons of our disin- 
tegration. The real causes lie 
deeper. The root causes of our 
problems are two: (li lack of 
public recognition of the charac- 
ter and importance of teaching 
and (2) lack of a public demand 
for gooil schools. 

The low salaries are helping to 
drive teachers out of the profes- 
sion, but it is the lack of recog- 
nition of teaching anil lack or de- 
mand for good school- which 
cause salaries to be low. The on- 
ly way t<> bring about good sal- 
aries for teaching, in my opinion, 
is to build public recognition of 
the importance of teaching and 
the need for good schools. If we 
can get these things, good salar- 
ies professional freedom, and all 
the other factors will come as a 
matter of course. 

Great segments of the American 
people look upon teaching in such 
a way as to make poor teaching 
inevitable. We set up teachers col- 
leges on a cheaper basis than our 
other colleges and universities, 
whereas the effective education of 
the teacher is the most difficult and 
expensive type 0 f professional 
training. We spend twice as nui.h 
to educate a raiser of pigs in a 
professional school of agriculture 
as we spend to educate a teacher 
of children in a teachers college. 
The federal government gives a 
large amount of money to the 
states every year to help in the 
professional education of the pig 
fanner, but not one cent to aid in 
the professional education of the 
teacher of children. 

There is something wrong in our 
basic thinking about teaching. 

Conscientious parents know 
how difficult it is to guide child 
growth and development, becraUse 
they have had to face a thousand 
problems in rearing their own. 
There is no occupation requiring 
more patience, more knowledge, 
more devotion, more skill, more 
ability of every kind, than the 
teaching of a child. 

Vet the American people ap- 
parently do not hold this opinion. 
If the American people want: good 
teachers, they would start a de- 
termined crusade that would 
sweep over the lethargy and op- 
position and establish good 
schools which would attract good 
teachers. 

Other Wants Gratified 

In America people want "good" 
liquor. I know, because I read the 
statistics which show how much 
they spend on liquor. This year 
the expenditures for liquor will 
run from $2 to $3 for each dollar 
spent on schools. 

Business men, statesmen, lead- 
ers of all kinds say, "We must 
have better teachers." 

Their words are in contrast 
with the hard cold facts: Teach- 
ers are leaving the profession; 
college students are shunning 
teacher preparation; teaching sal- 
aries are pitifully low; we spend 
-7,000,000,000 annually on liquor 
as compared with less than $3,000- 
000,000 on education. We pay 
$12,000,000,000 for a peace-time 
army and navy, four times as 
much as we pay to educate 25,- 
000,000 students.

Royal ]'. T-e'e. perennial Pres- 
ident of the Palmer Beach Horse- 
shoe Association and FORMER 
champion of the Boston Paper 
Trade, paired with Robert "HMS 
Rodney" Walsh to win the fea- 
ture match of last week-end's 
regular session of the Associa- 
tion at the Wedge Pond courts.

Here Is the Law to be Enforced: 

Sec. 6 (a) Whenever any plant, mine or facility is in the possession of the United States, 
it shall be unlawful for any person (1) to coerce, instigate, induce, conspire with, or en- 
courage any person to interfere, by lockout, strike, slow-down or other interruption, 
with the operation of such plant, mine or facility . . . M (Smith-Connally Act, Public 
Law 89, 1943). 



On Sunday, November 17, 1946, I sent this tele- 
gram to the Attorney General of the United States, 
Department of Justice, Washington, D. C.

COLLECT. 

The shock of dim-outs, idle factories, cold homes 
and threatened hunger is the direct result of the shut- 
down in the coal fields. 

That strike or work-stoppage, whatever it mav be 
called, is the inevitable end-result of a completely in- 
effectual Federal labor-union policy over the past ten 
years. 

Under that policy, law and order often have be- 
come laughing matters; property rights and the rights 
of thrifty tool owners have been brushed aside; the 
rights of every workingman to be safeguarded in stay- 
ing on the job have been ignored; and the right of 
our people to have heat, light, shelter, transportation 
and even food has been ruthlessly over-ridden time and 
again. 

Now, overshadowing even those disasters, comes 
the greatest threat of all — the red-bright, flaming 
fact that the very dignity and authority of Federal law 
itself has been challenged, brushed aside and ignored. 
Under Executive Order No. 9728, issued May 22, 1946, 
the bituminous coal mines are " in possession 8f the 
United States, and have been for months before this 
shut-down." Note the clear words of the Smith-Con- 
nally Act, words that have but one meaning: 

(Section 6, Public Law 89) — "Whenever any 
plant, mine, or facility is in the possession of the 
United States, it shall be unlawful for any person 
[individual, partnership, association, corporation, 
business trust or any organized group of persons] 
(1) to coerce, instigate, induce, conspire with, or 
encourage any person, to interfere, by lockout, 
strike, slow-down or other interruption, with the 
operation of such plant, mine, or facility by 
giving direction or guidance in the conduct of such 
interruption, or by providing funds for the conduct 
or direction thereof, or for the payment of strike, 
unemployment or other benefits to those partici- 
pating therein . . .", and — "Any person who will- 
fully violates any provision of this section shall be 
subject to a fine of not more than $5,000 or to im- 
prisonment for not more than one vear, or both." 
That same Smith-Connally Act (Sec. 5) provides 
a legal way to obtain change in wages and working 
conditions without any "contract termination," strike 
or shut-down. 

Rally to Support of Law Enforcement 

It is time for every citizen, regardless of personal 
considerations, to rally in support of the President and 
Attorney General in strict enforcement of this law of 
the United States. 

It is time to settle once and for all whether or not 
the will of our people, as expressed in this and other 
laws, shall be the supreme authority of this country. 

It is time to back up Federal executives in their 
sworn duty to execute the laws, regardless of who vio- 
lates them. It is time to act in a powerful, united way.

Throughout industry are thou- 
sands of tools that need to be replaced to raise the pro- 
ductivity and earnings of all workers. They range all 
the way from old typewriters and adding machines to 
ancient tractors, trucks and patched-up planing mills 
and punch presses. If they are not replaced, and pro- 
tected from the danger of arbitrary, useless shut- 
downs, no power on earth can prevent a drop in the 
real earnings of working people, regardless of wage 
rates. 

From where is the money coming to replace these 
old worn out tools and to buy new and more produc- 
tive tools? 

Only One Source in Freedom 

There is just one source in freedom — the ?avin<rs 
of some 50 million thrifty Americans. These L»0 million 
people, the real tool owners of America, can be en- 
couraged to buy new tools for industry only when they 
are protected in their right to receive legitimate, com- 
petitive payments for use of the tools thev already have 
bought. This is all that profit is — payment for the usa 
of tools. 

Unless these people are safeguarded in that right, 
they simply are not g< ing to put their hard-earned sav- 
ings into replacing old tools and installing new ones.

_ Fifty-four per cent of privately owned machine tool? 
m this country are over ten years old. The Department 
of Labor shows that 22 out of 24 peace-time industries 
are showing unit cost increases of 17% to 70%. Then- 
tools are too old for efficiency. The price of nearlv 
everything, from automobiles to steak, has risen in part 
because we lack the new and additional tools that would 
increase productivity and cut living costs. By 1950, un- 
less billions of dollars of savings are risked and in- 
vested in business, over 75% of our tools will be ten 
years or older and too inefficient to pay men to run 
them. Shortages and suffering will stalk every family 
in the land. 

What Makes Tools? 

. To obtain the new tools so urgently needed, 50 mil- 
Uion thrtfty people must be safeguarded in the right to 
own and manage their property and to receive legiti- 
mate, competitive earnings for the use of their tools. 

The incentive to self-denial, to save and to risk in 
productive enterprise rests solely upon that human 
right.

tons. 

British and American forces to- 
gether captured Minden in the 
last months of World War II. Sur- 
ging across Germany, troops of 
the two armies jumped the Weser 
north and south of the city. 
Linked With Ruhr 

Reported little damaged by the 
war, Minden today comes within 
the boundaries of the British oc- 
cupation zone. It is not far from 
the Ruhr district, key center of 
German heavy industry and min- 
eral production, with which it is 
linked by canal, railroads, and 
highways. 

An odd scene is the "double- 
decker" water lane, formed where 
Germany's Midland Canal sys- 
tem passes over the Weser by 
means of a high aqueduct. 

Old sections of Minden retain a 
medieval flavor. Crooked streets 
and Gothic churches, the old Town 
Hall and narrow, gabled houses 
recall the days when this river- 
port was a member of the Han- 
seatic League. 

Modern industry and commer- 
cial activities, however, had built 
prewar Minden to a population of 
some 30,000. Its factories were 
busy turning out assorted prod- 
ucts, including textiles, chemicals, 
beer, leather, dyes, and glass- 
ware. Railway repair shops and 
ship-building operations in small- 
er craft contributed to the de- 
velopment.

WALES 

Renewal in Wales of the effort 
to secure a special department 
for Welsh affairs within the Brit- 
ish government marks the nat- 
ional spirit which has been re- ! 
vived in recent decades among the 
people of this rugged west-cent- 
ral peninsula of Great Britain. 

For more than a thousand years 
history and geography have com- 
bined both to link and to separate 
England and Wales, notes the 
National Geographic Society. In- 
to the Welsh hills the early Brit- 
ons fled before the Anglo-Saxon 
invasion. There, in the shelter of 
narrow, isolated valleys, these 
Celtic people maintained their in- 
dependence until near the end of 
the 13th century, when Edward I 
of England brought about sub- 
mission. 

It was at this time — as a re- 
sult of Edward's naming his in- 
fant son the "Prince of Wales"— 
that the familiar title for Eng- 
land's heirs to the throne origi- 
nated. 

Map Shows Ties 

A relief map of Wales shows 
graphically its physical ties with 
England. F'rom the Welsh central 
highlands, four important river 
valleys open eastward toward the 
English midlands. 



The coastal plains of north and 
south Wales provide highways of 
communication in use since Ro- 
man, Norman, and English con- 
querors marched this way. The 
northern route between Chester 
ami Holyhead is still the chief 
traffic lane between Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland. 

Along the coastal lowlands, par- 
ticularly in the southeast facing 
the English county Monmouth- 
shire, are concentrated most of 
the New Jersey-size peninsula's 
two and a half million people. 
The bulk of the land, however, is 
made up of the thinly-settled in- 
terior, a mass of hills that rises 
beyond the traveled routes. 

In this remote region .of moors 
and heather, framed, by sceulp- 
and heather, framed by sculp- 
tured peaks and relieved by occa- 
sional fertile stretches, farming 
offered for centuries the chief 
means of a frugal existence. 
Industrial Fortunes Vary 

The discovery of rich mineral 
resources, iron, copper, zinc, tin, 
lead, and especially high-grade j 
coal, transformed Welsh econo- . 
my, Mining and manufacturing 
towns grew up. Ports flourished, 
led by coal-exporting Cardiff.

American users o f pepper, 
twine, cigars, rubber, and gaso- 
line again look across the Pacific 
toward Sumatra. Dutch troops 
have returned peacefully to the 
island that is a source of these 
and other commodities, following 
agreements between Netherlands 
and Indonesian leaders. 

Sumatra, one of the largest is- 
lands of the Netherlands Indies, 
has a wealth of agricultural and 
mineral raw materials which fig- 
ured prominently on United States 
prewar import lists, notes the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. 

So far, however, the resources 
have been but lightly tapped. A 
Dutch saying, based on the early 
trade history and the recent de- 
velopment of the group, has it 
that "the Moluccas (or Spice) Is- 
lands are the past, Java the pres- 
ent, and Sumatra the future." 
No Retel Nuts, Please 

Pepper now leads in the spice 
trade of the Indies, over which 
nations once fought bitterly. 
Normally, the chief centers of 
production are in Sumatra and 
the adjacent islands of Billiton 
and Bangka, along with neighbor- 
ing Borneo. 

Sumatra cloves and nutmegs, 
too, are aromatics that find a spot 
on distant pantry shelves. But 
American housewives leave the 
island's largo supply of betel nuts 
to the people of Malay lands, 
among whom chewing of this fruit 
of the areca palm has become a 
wide-spread habit. 

United States farmers used Su- 
matra sisal in binder twine. Veg- 
etable oils were needed for mar- 
garine and soap; and high-grade 
cigar wrappers from tobacco 
grown in the Sumatra Deli Dis- 
trict were a specialty that com- 
manded high prices. 

Still more important in Amer- 
ican-Sumatran trade was the is- 
land's prewar output of rubber 
and petroleum. American capital, 
along with Netherlands and Brit- 
ish, is heavily invested in rubber 
plantations and oil refineries 
there. 

War Destruction Severe 

Wartime damage was severe in 
Sumatran industries, starting with 
the deliberate firing of oil prop- 
erties at Palembang in 1942, to 
prevent their use by the Japanese. 
Today, the rebuilding of the pe- 
troleum and rubber industries, 
along with the continued develop- 
ment of such raw materials as 
coal, gold, and tin, have an im- 
portant place in the economic and 
political negotiations reported be- 
tween Indonesian nationalist lead- 
ers and Netherlands officials. 

Sumatra, considered one of the 
nationalist strongholds, is sparse- 
ly settled, with less than ten mil- 
lion people in an area larger than 
all New Engand, New York, and 
Pennsylvania. Its tribesmen, es- 
pecially in the mountains and re- 
mote interior, were slow to ac- 
cept European conquest. 

This hot and humid land as- 
tride the Equator is spread with 
vast forests and jungle, where 
tropical birds and monkeys chat- 
ter, and plants, like Jack's bean- 
stalk, grow a foot or more a day. 
Still common there are elephants 
and tigers, crocodiles, pythons, and 
cobras; the lumbering orang-utan 
and the agile gibbon.

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Natural spongers from the Ba- 
hamas — resilient, soft, and thirs- 
ty — will hit the comeback trail in 
commerce. The sponge beds of 
Great Britain's colony off Flori- 
da's southeast coast have been re- 
opened to "fishing" after an eight- 
year rest. 

For many years up to 1939, 
sponges were the leading export 
of the Bahamas, notes the Nation- 
al Geographic Society. This is 
lands ranked third after Florida 
and Cuba in world sponge pro- 
duction. The industry in the Ba- 
hamas produced revenue second 
only to income from tourists. 

World War II blacked out tour- 
ist travel to Nassau, Bahamas 
capital. It paralyzed sponge fish- 
ing in eastern Mediterranean, Pa- 
cific, and Cuban waters. But a 
sudden, mysterious blight, strik- 
ing late in 1938, beat World War 
II to the Bahamas spongi? beds. 

wa' id- 
entified as a funguslike filament 
by research scientists of the 
sponge fisheries staff at Nassau. 
Heyday Thirty Years Ago 
The principal beds of the col- 
ony's century-old industry are on 
Great Bahama Bank between An- 
dros Island and the Straits of 
Florida. Three decades ago, a 
fleet of 600 schooners and sloops 
manned by 6,000 fishermen made 
annual catches of two million 
pounds of sponges. 

Hurricanes and over-fishing de- 
pleted the beds, and 180 vessels 
composed the sponge fleet at the 
time the 1938 plague forced a 
shut-down. 

Many species of sponges cannot 
be used commercially because of 
glasslike needles embedded in 
their tissues. The true eommer- 
cial sponges, when alive, are of ' 
varied somber colors from yellow- 
ish gray to coal black. Most of the 
work of defacing the dark, liver- 
like flesh from the valued skel- 
etal network is done, by giving it 
a few days to decompose on lone- 
ly island shores near the sponge- 
harvesting beds. 

The best Bahamian sponges are 
called sheeps'-wool and velvet. 
The schooners again seeking them 
range in capacity from three to 
30 tons and carry several dingh- 
ies each. They stay out until they 
have full cargoes -often more 
than a month. 

Men in pairs man the dinghies. 
One peers through a water-glass, 
which is a glass-bottomed bucket 
that eliminates surface glares. 
He directs the other, who detach- 
es the sponges from the muddy, 
imestone shelf with a long-hand- 
' led sponge hook. Diving to great 
depths, practiced in most other 
sponge fisheries, is not part of the 
Bahamas method. 

War Multiplied Scarcity 
The laden schooners take their 
cargoes to Nassau, where the auc- 
tion in the low-roofed Sponge Ex- 
change is a scene known to many 
tourists. From there, the sponges 
move to the packing houses to be 
cleaned, clipped, graded and com- 
pressed into bales for shipment 
to New York and London. 

Sponge clippings which were 
once thrown away became valu- 
able early in World War II. The 
acute sponge scarcity was due to 
the interruption of Bahamian and 
other sources of natural sponges, 
to the shoutdown on rubber for 
rubber sponges, and to the loss 
of the supply of "loofas" -. fi- 
brous centers of gourds coming 
chiefly from Japan. 

The scarcity was accented by 
sharply increased demand. Spon- 
ges were needed in a thousand 
new military and industrial uses, 
from swabbing camouflage paint 
on field artillery installations to 
polishing camera lenses.

Mr. von Rosenvinge, or "Ted 
von", as he was known to his 
host of friends, served the town 
as a member of the Finance Com- 
mittee and in many ways was 
active in promoting the civic, re- 
ligious and cultural betterment 
of the community. His influence 
was so wide and a sense of in- 
debtedness to him felt by so ma- 
ny that the movement to provide 
some sort of suitable memorial 
came about quite naturally.

We print in this issue of the 
Star the latest plan for the elim- 
ination of the center grade cross- 
ing. We also print a letter refer- 
ing to this plan by a prospective 
resident who writes that he will 
sell his land and give up his plans 
for a home here if the previously 
proposed "wall" is erected elevat- 
ing the tracks. The letter is in- 
teresting in giving the viewpoint 
of an outsider interested in the 
town, and his further suggestion 
regarding the separation of traf- 
fic lanes may hold some value. 
Possibly our Town Engineer and 
the Boston & Maine Railroad 
might work out something along 
this line which would meet every- 
one's approval. 

The Winchester High School 
girls field hockey team closed 
its season several weeks ago, 
making another good record. 
Coach Deborah Matthews, who 
has been so successful with her 
girls' teams here is not especial- 
ly concerned about her player 
prospects for next year, hut she 
is however worried about the pos- 
sibility, or to go further, the 
probability of having a poor field 
on which to play another fall. 
Ginn Field is commencing to show 
the wear and tear of constant use 
and its suiface is no longer as 
good as it should be. The use of 
baseball shoes by soft-ball play- 
ers in the summer hasn't helped 
the surface any, but by compari- 
son the use of cleated football 
shoes by boys who play touch 
football on the field through 
the fall is damaging it much 
more. What can be done about 
it? Coach Matthews would natur- 
ally like to have a field hockey 
court included in the new high 
school athletic field now under 
construction. So far as we know, 
no provision for such a field is in 
the plans. Otherwise, she believes 
jinn Field is to be used for 
d hockey games, some provi- 
n should be made to prevent 
ated football shoes being worn 
un its surface. The continued use 
of such shoes can make a field un- 
fit, if not dangerous, for a fast- 
moving game like field hockey, 
where the competitors wear flat 
soles and turn and cut swiftly. 
How the Park Department will 
feel about the matter only they 
know, but we should imagine they 
would be sympathetic toward giv- 
ing the girls as good a field as 
possible on which to play hockey. 
After all they are entitled to 
such a field as much as the boys 
are a decent football gridiron. 
Boys became a problem at Ginn 
Field during the hockey season 
just past, good sized boys defy- 
ing the hockey authorities and in- 
terrupting the games by kicking 
their football onto the hockey 
field and going out onto the play- 
ing surface after it. At one of the 
games a visiting player was 
knocked out by a young hoodlum 
who leaped over her onto the 
lield after a football. That is not 
the way we ought to have things 
here in Winchester, and another 
fall the high school will probably 
have to hire police for hockey as 
well as football and baseball 
games. That situation can, and 
will be taken care of. The field 
surface problem is one which 
ought to have some study. There 
must be some satisfactory solu- 
tion. 

Several people have asked its 
why we have not taken up the coal 
strike and given them an editorial 
on it. We have omitted the sub- 
ject largely because we have writ- 
ten so many editorials on it since 
1 !»:!;! when the late President Roo- 
sevelt started making over the 
American nation that it seems un- 
necessary to attempt to add any 
more. Roosevelt started out to 
give us a new type of govern- 
ment, notwithstanding his oath to 
uphold the Constitution. Since 
that time everything along the 
strike line has been but another 
step in carrying out his plan. 
What his plan is has not yet been 
fully disclosed, but it is progress- 
ing. That the coal strike has been 
halted temporarily does not alter 
the intention of his followers. Un- 
til the people are willing to abuu 
by the Constitution of the United 
States of America and have the 
nation's laws enforced, we will 
continue to advance into this new 
form of government. President 
Truman himself has stated that he 
will carry out the ideas of his pre- 
decessor. 

We would rather, provided you 
must have something from the edi- 
torial typewriter, recall to your 
memory an old Winchester boy 
who formerly lived on Church 
street where the Wyman School 
now stands and whose father's 
stable, up to a few days ago. 
housed the quarters of the Super- 
intendent of Schools. We refer to 
Xed Shattuck— whom some of you 
still remember. A week or so ago 
we gathered up Miles Holbrook 
and Elmer Fletcher and took a 
trip up to West Andover and call- 
ed on Ned. He lives on the ances- 
tral homestead with its beautiful 
broad acreage and two magnifi- 



cent old colonial houses. Al- 
though in his 70's, he erected a 
"country store", which he conducts 
as a hobby. Like the traditional 
country store he stocked his spe- 
cialties, and his bacon, coffee and 
cheese has been such as to win 
fame and friends over a large sec- 
tion of nearby territory. The ba- 
con he has given up for the time 
being. The New Dealers he says, 
first ordered everybody to kill off 
his pigs. Following this it became 
hard to get grain. Then the New 
Dealers took a hand in the milk. 
Result — no pigs worth making ba- 
con out of. However, his cheese, 
which he has back after quite a pe- 
riod of absence, certainly is the 
best we have tasted in a long, long 
time. And his coffee appears to 
be of the same old time invigorat- 
ing flavor as when our Mother 
sent us down to "Jake" Stanton's 
and told us to get a pound of mo- 
cha, java or a mixture of each to 
suit her taste. In those days we 
did not have Mr. Chase or Mr. San- 
born to tell us what to drink; we 
got it to our own taste and brew. 
Ned is just as vigorous as ever, 
and both he and his store have 
been featured nationally in news- 
papers and magazines. For those 
who like such homey fare he puts 
on a bean supper in his store every 
Saturday night. This feature in- 
trigued Miles, who knows his 
food. He is making up a group to 
drive up and sample it. 

From Ned Shattuck, living on 
Church street, taking his first job 
at nothing a year and receiving 
the magnificent salary of $3. 5u 
weekly for the second year, to to- 
day's government order that no 
boy shall work for less than $2(5 a 
week, and most boys turn up their 
noses at less than $40, is a long 
road which the late Roosevelt has 
broadened and perfected until the 
country is now so enmeshed and 
bedeviled that everyone realizes the 
"security" slogan is an idle myin. 
From the NRA to the recent coal 
strike, the remaking of America 
has progressed. From the time 13 
years ago when Roosevelt declared 
we will go ahead and do it and let 
the Constitutionality take care of 
itself, up to the present when a 
judge declares that while he may 
send a man to jail he does not wa.it 
to make a martyr of him, the path 
is plain. Away back when Camp 
Edwards was being built, and our 
Government was crying for men to 
help, applicants for vft.uk were 
waived to an adjoining booth and 
told to get a union card— at $75. 
And these same men, paying taxes 
to their Government willing to 
help it, were ordered to pay tri- 
bute to the Union! The future 
path was plain. 

The editorial typewriter has not 
broken down, luckily for these pin- 
ing times, for we don't believe we 
could find a Union to fix it.

They still 
have a long way to go to get back 
the old Constitution, and a six 
month's wait to pay a higher price 
for coal will not give it to them.

Near Iceland Capital 
The native settlement of Kef- 
lavik long has been a fishintr vil- 
lage. It is situated on the south- 
west peninsula of the island, 
about 20 miles across the bay 
from the capital, Reykjavik. On 
the 30-mile coastal road to Rey- 
kjavik many a GI on leave caught 
a ride in army truck or jeep. 

A century before the war one 
of Iceland's infrequent foreign 
visitors described Keflavik as a 
hamlet of a few wooden houses 
and huts with an unsafe harbor. 
Later its population included sev- 
eral hundred people, living in 
homes scattered around a spired 
church and a trading station 
where fishermen sold their fish 
and bought food, clothing, and 
fishing gear. 

In addition to its own fishing 
lleet, the Keflavik port became 
the resort of boats from various 
parts of Iceland during the cod- 
fishing season, which is at its 
height from the first of the year 
through April. 

The wooden houses have roofs 
of corrugated iron, so that the mi\-

Something different in school 
art work is the group project be- 
ing executed by pupils of Miss 
Edna Hatch, art teacher at the 
Winchester Junior High School. 
More than 75 pupils from the sev- 
enth grade and a like number 
from the eigth grade have work- 
ed cooperatively on large scale 
operations which add materially 
to the Christmas spirit in their 
building. Seen as finished prod- 
ucts, the huge simulated stained 
glass windows are most effective. 
Similarly, the murals along the 
walls of the first floor corridor 
are well worth viewing. 

Somewhat more than two weeks 
ago the art classes read the Christ- 
mas story and from it gained the 
ideas which were to take shape in 
the large scale art work which 
has been carried on since. After 
thorough discussion, it was de- 
cided by the pupils just which 
scenes should be represented. 
Then the youngsters themselves 
posed for the scenes in proper cos- 
tumes, carefully chosen for the 
color scheme. Background mate- 
rial was arranged in keeping with 
the spirit of the occasion. Then 
came the sketching and finally 
the process of cutting out the 
huge sheets. With the design for 
the windows drawn and cut out, 
the next step was the selection 
of proper colors of paper so that 
When light is admitted, the de- 
sign is clear and in correct color 
harmony. Finally, the "windows- 
were removed from the art room 
and placel over the long windows 
hi the corridor.

All of the foregoing is a part 
of the free painting program 
which Miss Hatch has instituted 
so successfully. Eearlier in the 
year a Hallowe'en mural depict- 
ing the harvest season drew en- 
thusiastic comment. Probably one 
of the most interesting aspects of 
this group art work is the fact 
thiit so many different people 
were working at it without seem- 
ing to hinder each other and with- 
out spending too long a time or- 
ienting themselves to take over 
where the others left off. 

In addition to the group proj- 
ects, pupils have made their own 
Christmas cards of the block 
print variety, have participated 
in Book Week by making illus- 
trations from books recommended 
by the literature teachers, have 
completed book covers for geog- 
raphy classes which were study- 
ing Australia, and have illustrat- 
ed fall sports, summer vacation 
scenes, and have carried on a full 
creative painting project. 

The craft classes have carried 
out projects in leather work, hav- 
ing made comb cases, bill folds, 
and coin purses. In ceramics they 
have modeled their home pets and 
made ash trays and bonbon dish- 
es. Craft classes have worked in 



these media only for the first 
half year. Seventh graders have 
an opportunity to pursue a craft 
only until the middle of the year. 
During the second half of the 
year the eighth graders will use 
the facilities. 

Attesting to the popularity of 
ceramics is a group of seventh 
grade boys who have not even 
been enrolled in the class, but 
who have found time to annie:

Anyone familiar with work- 
ing with clay will realize the 
problems encountered as well as 
the difficulty of having the gla? 
ing done elsewhere.

Needleeraft News 
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[BROIDERY is considered one of the oldest of the decorative arts. 
The Nimroud reliefs (dated 884 B.C.) now in the British Museum, 
are among the oldest known records of embroidery. They show the vest- 
ments of King Ashurbanipal and his attendants decorated with geo- 
metric and floral designs. 

The tools of the hand 
embroiderer have always 
been very simple: needles 
to draw the thread through 
the material and a sharp 
instrument with which to 
cut the thread or cloth. 
The first threads used in 
embroidery were wool, cot- 
ton and flax, then gold and 
silver. Later these were 
followed by silk. 

The clothing of the Mid- 
dle Ages was rich with 
borders and bands of needlework, 
oftentimes embroidered with gold 
thread until the skirts hung in stiff 
folds. Charlemagne is said to have 
worn a close-fitting vest or jacket 
of gold embroidery, and sandals 
embroidered and set with precious 
stones. The materials of the Middle 
Ages before the Fourth Crusade 
were for the most part coarse, the 
threads large, the stitches monoto- 
nous and the color flat in tone The 
embroidery was usually on linen 
with either worsted or silk thread, 
but occasionally gold thread was 
used However, after the Fourth 
Crusade there was a demand for 
colorful embroidery. Later in the 
19th Century embroidery was used 
mainly as a decoration for under- 
linen but as the machine age came 
into being, machine embroidery 
tended to replace it because with 
mass pioduction the needs of the 
people could be met quickly and 
cheaply Embroidery was copied to 
such a fine degree one could scarce- 
ly determine whether an article was 
embroidei eil by hand or by machine 
and to take the time to embroider 
by hand was looked upon as si", y 
and costly. Fortunately. In late 
years there has been a revival of 
handwork 

Thus we trace the interesting de- 
velopment of the art of embroidery 
It was first done by individuals, in

the home, for their own consump- 
tion. Later workshops were estab- 
lished in the monasteries so that 
the monks and nuns could embroid- 
er the costumes tor the church and 
courts. Then the workshops were 
moved into the castles or business 
houses. But all this time the peas- 
ant continued to work in the home, 
furnishing his immediate needs. 
Hence a high standard for embroid- 
ery work was handed down from 
generation to generation. 

Authorities have said that the 
best work of any age tends to sur- 
vive; the bad disappears, and par 
ticularly is this true of embroidery. 
In your own home you can turn 
plain linens into colorful ones with 
needle and floss. Today we have 
directions for a border pattern suit- 
able for runners and chair back 
sets, as well as this attractive tray 
cloth.

The combined talents of the

Establishment of a governor's 
cabinet in Baibados calls attention 
to the fact that this West Indies 
island has one of the oldest parlia- 
ments in the British Empire. 

Unique among its neighbors for 
its continuous loyalty to one flag. 
Barbados celebrated the tercenten- 
ary of its Assembly in 1939, recalls 
the National Geographic Society. 
Only in London and Bermuda are 
there older British legislative bod- 
ies. 

Barbados is the easternmost of j 
the islands that separate the Ca- 
ribbean Sea from the Atlantic 
Ocean. When the officers and 
crew of a British ship landed in 
1605, they claimed the island for 
their king, James I. The first Eng- 
lish settlers arrived in VM. 20 
years after the founding of James- 
town, Va. 

Called "Little England" 

Because English customs, arch- 
itecture, and characteristics were 
brought to the Hand, Baibados 
acquired the name of "Little Eng- 
land." But its immigrants even 
in the early days were not all 
English. It became a land of exile 
for Irish and Scots who had be- 
come troublesome at home. The 
Scots were attracted to the island's 
northeast region by its Highlands 
appearance. 

The island has two principal 
commodities. One is sugar from 
plantations which cover half the 
island. The sugar cane is handled 
by thousands of Negroes who 
make up the bulk of the dense pop- 
ulation of 193,000. 

The other commodity is non- 
exportable — a healthful, even cli- 
mate. The island was renowned 
on this point long before George 
Washington took his invalid half- 
brother, Lawrence, there nearly 
; two centuries ago. It was George 
Washington's only foreign travel. 
Windmills Once Popular 

The island originally was cover- 
ed with trees — locust, cedar, fus- 
tic bully tree, and others; but the 
forests did not long .survive the j 
arrival of white settlers. Now 
timber and shingles are among the 
imports. Fish— notably flying fish 
— is the staple article of diet along 
the coast. No part of the island 
is more than five miles inland. Lo- I 
cal agriculture consists largely of 
vegetables, with sweet potatoes 
most plentiful. Some cattle are 
grazed.

Trawler crews by the thousand 
arc dragging- bays and bayous 
along the Gulf of Mexico coast as 
the nation's shrimp fisheries en- 
ters their annual September-Octo- 
ber season of peak catch. 

Shrimping is big business, notes 
the National Geographic Society. 
Hauls have totaled more than 150 
million pounds annually in recent 
years, with nine-tenths coming 
from the Gulf Coaj-t. The catch 
is exceeded in value only by sal- 
mon, tuna, and oyster among all 
United States fisheries. 

Jumbos' Haven Discovered 

In 19'i7 came a discovery that 
added a chapter to man's knowl- 
edge of the shrimp's life cycle and 
led the way to greatei hauls. A 
vast and virtually inexhaustible 
"mine" of big shrimp was found in 
Gulf waters a few miles off the 
Louisiana coast. 

Scientists knew that microscopic 
shrimp appear in the coastal 
waters throughout the spring and 
summer. Growing to a length of 
as much as five inches in a few 
months, they disappear at spawn- 
ing time, and are not seen again. 
The mystery was: What becomes 
of the adult shrimp after spawn- 
ing? 

The 1937 find answered the 
riddle. Shrimp that escape the 
trawl in their early months move 
farther offshore to commit their 
countless eggs to the waters less 
than a day before hatching time, 
continuing their seaward journey, 
they reach the shoals that are 
their retirement haven. There they 
complete their life cycle of 12 to 
1H months, sometimes growing to 
the jumbo size of 14 inches, but 
never spawning again. 

Fishery Towns Boom 

Thus, offshore trawling fur 
these big prawns may not have 
depleting effect on future runs of 
young shrimp. Shining fleets of 
tin-foot Diesel-powered trawlers 
have been built to work in the field, 
and additional offshore "mines" 
are in prospect. 

The discovery has brought a per- 
manent boom to the two foremost 
towns of the shrimp industry — 
Morgan City and Houma — on the 
Gulf Intracoastal Waterway about 
50 miles southwest of New Or- 
leans. The small inshore trawlers 
and large offshore trawlers out of 
Morgan City alone now catch some 
20 million pounds of shrimp a 
year. 

The commercial shrimp of Gulf 
and South Atlantic coast waters 
is Penaeus setiferus. Living, it is 
pale greenish gray and semi- 
transparent, resembling its big 
cousin, the lobster. It lacks the 
large pincers of lobsters and cray- 
fish, and offers no meat from head 
or claw. Americans eat ten times 
as much shrimp as lobster. 

Shrimp canning had its start on 
the Gulf coast in 1867, and re- 
sulted in the American product 
finding a market all over the 
globe. Some of the haul is ice- 
packed in barrels, and an increas- 
ing amount is quick-frozen. 



NEW VISITING HOI RS AT 
HOSPITAL 

On Dec. 13, 1946, new visiting 
hours went into effect at the Win- 
chester Hospital. This is a change 
planned by the administration in 
looking ahead to a lessening of the 
strain in personnel and space un- 
der which the Hospital has been 
operating during the war years. 

The new hours are the result of 
study by the Hospital in response 
to repeated requests by patients 
and their families. For semi-pri- 
vate and private patients in medi- 
cal and surgical services the after- 
noon visiting hours will be length- 
ened by one hour and the evening 
hours by one half-hour, a total in- 
crease of 10 1-2 hours each wee a. 
For maternity patients in semi- 
private and private rooms the ex- 
tension is one half-hour in the af- 
ternoon and one halt-hour in the 
evening, or a total of seven hours 
each week. It has n.a yet been 
possible to lengthen visiting hours 
for ward patients. 

"The Hospital is confident", 
says Mr. Tucker M. Vye, Admin- 
istrator, "that patrons will appre- 
ciate the new arrangement, fhe 
hoped-for lessening of strain upon 
the Hospital has not come with 
the end of the war; pressure for 
admissions is increasing rather 
than diminishing, and will not be 
relieved until our new wing is 
built. Scarcity of nursing per- 
sonnel is still a severe problem, 
since the elimination of demand 
for nurses in active combat serv- 
ice has been followed by their 
permanent enlistment in hospitals 
under the Veterans Administra- 
tion and re-enlistment with the 
regular army and navy. We feel 
sure that patients and their fami- 
lies are aware of these problems 
and will extend cordial coopera- 
tion in the operation of the leng- 
thened visiting periods."

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The Winchester Art Associa- 
tion's current show at the Library 
gallery comprises Japanese prints 
anu is quite comprehensive insofar 
as subjects are concerned. All tne 
studies show the delicacy of design 
and painstaking draf tsmansmp 
which the oriental artists lavish 
upon their work ami the attention 
to detail which is also characteris- 
tic. 

This detail is especially apparent 
in the study of a woman drawing 
a bow, and again in a large por- 
trait of a woman with a fan. There 
is a wealth of detail in the large 
study entitled "Boat Scene with 
Three Figures." 

Striking i s "Kameyama", a 
night scene with its lignted build- 
ings looming thtougn the rain 
with the reflection of their facades, 
lights and tall torii cleverly shim- 
mering on flat water in the middle 
foreground. The blending of blues 
and blacks in the study and its 
depth are admirable. 

There is also good perspective in 
Fukin Bridge with its huddle of 
pedestrians. Ryoguku Bridge from 
Oruma is another example of per- 
spective, good draftsmanship and 
detail. There is humor in Yok- 
kaigni with its man etiasing his hat 
along a narrow causeway leading 
to a bridge, over which another 
man is passing, bending against 
the wind which has blown off his 
companion's head-gear. 

Typically vivid in coloring is a 
farmyard scene with its deep red 
skyline and delicacy of drawing 
and design. There is a charming 
snow scene showing misshapen 
trees on a steep hillside with a bit 
of heavy wall and a building show- 
ing at the upper right. There is 
good depth in this study with its 
skyline of red shading to deep 
blue. 

The large panorama of Naruto 
Rapids is interesting as a means 
of contrasting the oriental paint- 
ing of water with that of western 
artists. Ukave shows a group of 
travelers, one on a camel and the 
other being carried in a litter, 
passing the entrance to a shrine 
with its large torii. Farmers and 
Travelers in a field shows again 
the painstaking draftsmanship of 
the oriental artist, his delicacy of 
drawing and his nleasant coloring. 
Hunters Around a Bonfire in Win- 
ter is a wierd sort of study that 
is strikingly unusual. 

There is rich, pleasing coloring 
in "Cutting Boats on a Summer 
Evening", and a story-book sort of 
quality in a study of pedestrians 
approaching a village beside a 
deep blue stream and tall spindly 
trees. The coloring of Okazaki is 
exotic and the drawing exagger- 
ated, though the study is interest- 
ing. 

The show of prints will remain 
at the library through the month 
and is open to the public.

Much of the rugged highland 
interior of Afghanistan, new 
member of the United Nations, 
never has been traversed by trav- 
elers from the West, but in the 
United States National Museum 
at Washington is a battered bi- 
cyele that carried its American 
owner across some of the most 
forbidding terrain in the Asiatic 
buffer land, 

Fred A. Birehmore of Athens, 
Georgia, a lawyer and college 
professor, rode the bicycle about 
25,000 miles in a 40,000 mile, 
globegirdling trip before he be- 
came a naval officer in World War 

it 

For r>00 winding mountain 
miles from Herat in western Afg- 
hanistan to Ramian in the east 
near Kabul, the capital, Rirch- 
tnore covered a virtually unchart- 
ed course. Passing through roc- 
ky gorges high above the "bub- 
ble-house" mud villages of the 
flari River valley, he came into 
a sportsman's paradise of pheas- 
ants, partridges, marmots, bears, 
and wolves on the high Kasamur- 
gh Range. 

He has reported to the National 
Geographic Society that he met 
caravans of nomads, camping by 
streams or moving their herds of 
sheep, goats, camels, horses, and 
cattle to greener slopes. Henna- 
haired, jewel-bedecked men and 
women plodded alongside the pro- 
cessions, which resembled circus 
parades. 

Often the cyclist was invited to 
share "charak" (eggs fried in 



' sheep blubber) with the tribes, 
men, sopping it up by dipping fin- 

! gers into the huge common bowl, 
or to feast on lamb, stuffed with 
apricots, raisins, and curry, and 
cooked — wool, hide, and all — in 
a charcoal fire in a hole in the 
ground. 

Occasionally, Rirchmore passed 
caravans of c i t y merchants, 
guarded front and rear by armed 
soldiers for protection from ban- 
dits. Signs of automobile tire 
treads in these Afghanistan wilds 
mystified him until he observed 
that many of the shoes, imported 
from Iran, were soled with pieces 
of old rubber tires. 

The Afghan tribesmen like 
long-stemmed tobacco pipes, but 
seldom carry them on journeys. 
Instead, they mould a new pipe 
for each smoke from the mud at 
their feet. They shape the bowl 
with their thumhs and ream the 
stem with a stiff straw in about 
the time it takes an American to 
roll a cigarette. 

At the fortified village of C'ha- 
ckcharan, the traveler found him- 
self among tribesmen known to 
have no scruples against killing 
fellow humans when provoked. 
He won their friendship by riding 
his strange, two-wheeled mount in 
circles while the tribe elders 
laughed, shouted, and danced 
amout him. 

They sent him forth with fierce, 
mounted bodyguards to protect 
him. But when his guards persist- 

i ed in proudly displaying him as 
an oddity at each village, he seiz- 

I ed an opportunity to ride off by 

I the dawn's early light.

WIND CAVE NATIONAL PARK 



The single bison that charged 
into a bus in Wind Cave National 
Park, in the Black Hills area of 
South Dakota, may have "been 
stirred by memories of ^he days 
when his ancestors by the millions ■ 
roamed the Great Plains and often 
Stopped trains for hours. 

Less than a century ago the 
number of bison, or buffalo, on the 
plains was much in excess of to- 
day's human population in the 
same area says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. Before the com- 
ing of the white man, there were 
an estimated 60,000,000 of the 
humpbacked animals in the United 
States. Now there are about 5000. 

New York Furnished Buffalo 

The Wind Cave herd is one of 
the largest in the country, and it 



Gathering camel's hair for 
manufacture into cloth is one of 
the world's curious "by-product" 
businesses, points out the National 
Geographic Society. Iraq alone 
has shipped more than 2d tons of 
camel's hair — furnished by about 
(.,000 camels— to the United States 
in recent months. 

Central China rather than Iraq, 
however, is the principal source of 
camel's hair imported by American 
industrialists. The largest amount 
normally is shipped from the port 
of Tientsin. 

Caravans plodding along at two 
miles an hour in the region west of 
Tientsin are followed by coolies 
who pick up fallen hunks of hair. 
The yield is particularly good in 
the spring when the camels are 
molting. A quantity generally is 
found where the caravan has spent 
I the night. 

Occasionally a loosening hunk is 
pulled off the camel's hide, but 
only the finest down is regularly 
stripped from the animals. Each 
camel yield- from six to seven 
pounds of hair each year. 

The hair is adapted to a number 
of uses, including the making of 
brushes, cordage, carpets, shawls, 
blankets, and press-cloth for ex- 
tracting vegetable oils. But it is 
for fine garments that it is most 
prized. 

Because of the unusual insulat- 
ing quality of camel's hair, it can 
be made into garments that are 
warmer than some made of heavier

In 1913. 14 buffaloes from the 
New York Zoological Society's 
herd were placed by the American 
Bison Society in Wind Cave Na- 
tional Park. There they could roam 
the plains as of cdd. The herd 
now numbers about 250. 

Wind Cave park is entirely 
fenced. Antelope, elk, and deer 
also graze undisturbed in its 1*- 
square-mile area. But the park's 
name attraction is underground. 
Wind Cave, most widely known of 
the many caverns in the Black 
Hills area, has been explored for 
a distance of 10 miles. Its deepest 
passages reach about 240 feet be- 
low the surface? 

Wind Cave is an unusual lime- 
stone cavern because it has few 
stalactites and stalagmites. Its 
distinctive formations called box- 
on work, look like large empty honey- 
combs attached to the ceiling. The 
thin boxlike partitions are a hard 
calcite which formed in intersect- 
ing crevices of limestone. In time 
the easily eroded limestone dis- 
solved, leaving the brittle parti- 
tions. 

Entrance Manmade 

The cave gets its name from 
strong blasts of wind which blow 
in and out of the entrance. When

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Mrs. Ellen E. Wilson, widow of 
Otis A. Wilson and former execu- 
tive secretary of the Winchestsr 
Board of Public Welfare, died Sun- 
day forenoon, Dec. 15, at the New- 
England Sanitorium in Stoneham 
after a two weeks illness which 
followed a year of poor health. Her 
home was at 18 Lloyd street. 

Mrs. Wilson was a native of 
Hillsdale. Mich., but while she was 
a child her parents moved to De- 
fiance, Ohio, where she lived until 
after her marriage. She was edu- 
cated in the Defiance schools and 
at Defiance High School, later at- 
tending Toledo Business College. 

Following her marriage she and 
her husband came east to Massa- 
chusetts, living in Somerville until 
they came to Winchester in 1927.

Nature is Spectacular 

Nature has created striking ef- 
fects in the Wurttemberg-Baden 
region. The great rift valley of 
the upper Rhine, part of which 
forms the western border of Ba- 
den, is a broad trench of fertile 
farmlands, orchards, and vine- 
yards, dotted with industrial 
towns. 

Beyond the Rhine gap, the 
wooded hills that spread across 
Baden into Wurttemberg present 
another type of country, one of 
lonely lakes and waterfalls, rocky 
gorges, and the solitude of the 
firs and beeches of the Black For- 
est. 

In this historic section of cen- 
tral Europe, old towns and ruined 
castles depict events from Roman 
to late medieval times, when 
feudal barons struggled for pow- 
er. At Ulm, on the Danube in the 
southeast corner of American- 
occupied Wurttemberg, the Aus- 
trian General Mack surrendered 
to Napoleon. Baden's Heidelberg, 
with its famous castle and univer- 
sity, claimed nearly 200,000 vis- 
itors every year.

Attorney General Clarence A. 
Barnes, we read, is strongly op- 
posed to any changes in his his 
new law recently voted by this 
State requiring labor unions to file 
financial statements. The law was 
voted last fall by popular referen- 
dum. At that time it was opposed 
to the utmost by all labor unions 
and all "friends of labor."

Presumably these changes in 
the law would be made by our leg- 
islative bodies and not by anoth- 
er popular referendum. Mr. 
Barnes is coming in for much 
criticism in certain quarters be- 
cause of his firm stand in oppos- 
ing any "tinkering" with his bill. 
He evidently does not feel that the 
bill will in any way be improved 
by further changes. We read in 
one instance: ". . . .the law 
should b e amended to simplify the 
burden on the unions . . . ."If 
the filing of a financial statement 
is a burden on the unions, what 
about the checkoff and the closed 
shop? We do not recall any tears 
being shed over the employer who 
has to collect union dues and U. 
S. Government taxes. Speaking 
of burdens, shall the unions be 
relieved of all responsibility? 
From our observation that would 
be the result if any amendments 
are adopted. If it is so important 
that this bill, voted by the ma- 
jority of State citizens, be amend- 
ed, let it be placed on the ballot.

Swan Song 
There are several things I 
want to see happen in the next 
five years to make Winchester, 
my native town, a better place to 
live in. 

The High School is far too 
sound a building to junk. With its 
practically new auditorium and 
gvm it justifies the cost of a 
first-class renovation covering 
such items as fire-proofing, air- 
conditioning, lighting etc., etc. Its 
exterior has far more interest and 
dignity than most of the very 
newest schools with their plate 
glass and factory walls. The 
site is close to the center of 
"school age population" and its 
landscaping rating is high. Need- 
ed class rooms can be placed ov- 
er the auditorium and gym, and 
new shops, art and drawing 
rooms can go back of the parapet 
of the main building. These stud- 
ies call for the best day-lighting. 
It is to be hoped that neutral ad- 
visory experts will be consulted 
before the firm of architects is 
called in. The building committee 
should have one teacher beside 
the Superintendent of Schools in 
its membership. The fact that a 
person is a selectman or a school 
board member does not give them 
any special right to serve on a 
building program. We have al- 
ready made one grave error in 
calling in as consultants a firm 
of architects who may well hope 
to get the job if the town decides 
to build an entirely new building. 
It is exactly the same situation 
as we have in the Grade Crossing 
set-up where we have a railroad 
attorney in a dominating posi- 
tion! 

Another thing I wish to see 
done, is the muffling of the B 
and M tracks, by the construction 
of two walls, covered with ivy 
and banked with evergreens if so 
desired. Leave the tracks at their 
present level for the very good 
reasons given by Mr. Kellaway, 
for that makes possible subways 
tor foot traffic to pass under the 
tracks. These subways would re- 
quire only half the descent and 
climb now called for by the pres- 
ent foot bridge. Vehicular tra fic 
would pass around the center by 
a new ramp starting at the 
south-west corner of the Winches- 
ter theatre and following nearly 
a straight line, by easy grade, in j 
a south-easterly direction, over 
the tracks and back of the Cent- 
ral Fire Station, to join Mt. Ver- 
non street and Washington street 
by a traffic circle near the exist- > 
ing circle.

The red caps and blue robes, 
worn by this chorus of female 
voices, added an appropriately 
colorful background to Christmas 
songs of praise and thanksgiving 
which, mostly, had their origin 
abroad and have been little heard 
in this country — songs of Eng- 
land, Bohemia. Portugal and oth- 
er lands. 

The Fortnightly Singers gave 
thoroughly competent expression 
to the essential gaiety and danc- 
ing character of the Christmas 
carol, with its occasional plain- 
tive overtones. Under the direc- 
tion of Mary Witham, the group 
achieved, in the various parts, a 
more than acceptable balance of 
clear, unsophisticated tone which 
was, invariably, on pitch. Rubato, 
in modest proportion, had skill- 
ful handling and closing notes 
spun themselves out to a satisfy- 
ing thread.

EMERGENCY HOUSING 
COMMISSION DENIES 
JLLEN PETITION 



The State Emergency Housing 
Commission has ruled against for- 
mer Selectman James A. Cullen on 
'both counts in his petition for per- 
mission to alter his property ut 82 
Bacon street to include living 
quarters for four families in the 
house and a single family in the 
barn. 

Mr. Cullen planned to occupy 
one of the apartments in the house 
with his family. The property is 
the George Fernald estate, when 
constructed one of the show places 
of Winchester, located on one of 
the town's principal streets and in 
one of the best residential districts. 

At the hearing held by the local 
Board of Appeal, which denied Mr. 
Cullcn's petition, opinion express- 
ed was preponderantly in opposi- 
tion to the proposed alteration of 
the property, many letters being 
received by the Board of Appeal in 
addition to the opinion voiced at 
the hearing. 

Mr. Cullen took his proposed al- 
teration to the State Emergency 
Housing Commission, which has 
been set up to provide relief from 
zoning regulations making It im- 
possible to provide needed emer- 
gency quarters especially for vet- 
erans. A hearing was held on his 
petition by the Commission at 
which the opposition voiced to it at 
the local hearing was repeated, on- 
lv one resident of the district in 
which Mr. Cullen's property is lo- 
cated being recorded as favoring 
it. 

The Commission took the peti- 
tion under advisement and it ha.- 
been rumored for some time that 
its decision would be against the 
petitioner. It was not until the 
first of this week, however, that 
the local authorities were official- 
ly notified by the Commission that 
Mr. Cullen's petition had been de- 
nied on both counts.

Hearings held on new 
street. ginn layout and 
west side bi s service 

Three hearings were held Mon- 
day evening, two being Board of 
Survey hearings in the Select- 
men's room and the other a gen- 
eral hearing in the small town 
hall. 

The Board of Survey hearings 
were on the proposed layout of 
the Ginn Estate and on the Plan- 
ning Board's proposal to establ- 
ish the layout of a road along the 
mill pond at the rear of the laun- 
dry across Mt. Vernon street 
through the site of the Centra! 
Hardware Building and along the 
liver to a junction with Shore 
road and an extension of Win- 
chester place through the Me- 
Cormack property at the north- 
erly end. 

The hearing in the small town 
hall was on the petition of the 
Eastern Massachusetts Street 
Railway Company to provide bus 
service on certain west side 
streets, buses to run along Church

HONEY 



Wherever flowers bloom, vast 
armies of honey bees have been 
working from dawn to dusk to 
help relieve the sugar shortage. 

The extent to which honey has 
substituted for sugar is shown by 
the rapid increase of honey im- 
ports into the United States dur- 
ing the war years, the National 
Geographic Society points out. 

Before the war the United 
States was a honey exporting 
country. While it imported about 
a quarter of a million pounds in 
1939, it shipped ten times that 
amount. The next year, however, 
imports nearly doubled. They con- 
tinued to increase until they 
reached a peak of more than 3(1 
million pounds in 1943. 

At the same time, production 
of honey on farms throughout the 
United States was multiplying. It 
totaled more than 233 million 
pounds in 1945. 

Honey long has been used as a 
sweetening agent by bakers and 
confectioners, because it not only 
imparts flavor but also helps pre- 
serve foodstuffs. 

The flavor of honey depends on 
the flowers yielding the nectar. 
White clover honey is commonly 
accepted as a standard, but flavor 
is really a question of personal 
preference. In California and the 
central West sage and alfalfa 
honeys are on a nar with white 
clover, and many Californians pre- 
fer orange honey. In Guatemala, 
the nectar of coffee blossons pro- 
duces fine honey. 

Beekeepers always emphasize 
the value of bees in pollinating 
fruit trees, grapes, and other 
plants which helped to fill war- 
time food baskets. The bees also 
contributed to the war effort 
through the production of bees- 
wax. 

About- a million pounds of the 
wax was used annually in water- 
proofing ammunition and air- 
planes, in the manufacture of mo- 
tors, and in the insulation of 
electric coils. 

In peacetime beeswax is used in 
making ointments, cold creams, 
and nail polishes; it also is em- 
ployed for wood finishing and 
candle making.

LITTLE ST. BERNARD PASS 



Italy's agreement to a border ad- 
justment in favor of France at the 
Little St. Bernard Pass will shift 
frontier posts along an ancient 
traffic route through one of the 
most majestic and beautiful re- 
gions of the high Alps. 

In the mountain-crumpled re- 
gion of Europe near the junction 
point of France, Italy, and Swit- 
zerland, the Little St. Bernard 
Pass — 7,1 7i> feet- -is overshadowed 
by peaks towering more than twice 
as high, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

To the north rises glacier- 
shrouded Mont Blanc, queen of the 
Alps at three miles above sea lev- 
el. On the northeast, beyond the 
Great St. Bernard Pass, the Mat- 
terhorn and the Monte Rosa thrust 
their heads high into the clouds. 
Southeast, across the green and 
historic Aosta Valley, is still an- 
other giant, the Gran Paradiso, 
'■muni of toe wild goat, the ibex, 
and chamois. 

In war and peace men have made 
their way for thousands of yeaia 
over the Little St. Bernard Pass. 
It was a link on one of the ancient 
trade routes between northern and 
southern Europe, when Baltic am- 
ber was exchanged for Etruscan 
wares. 

Although historians argue wheth- 
er the Carthaginian general Han- 
nibal crossed at this point, it is 
known that the Romans found it 
useful. In the century before 
Christ, Roman legions made sure 
of the pass by conquering neigh- 
boring mountain tribes which had 
sought to bar it or to exact tolls 
for its use. 

Long afterward, the House of 
Savoy found the- Little St. Bernard 
a convenient cross cut between its 
Alpine possessions, Napoleon, rec- 
ognized it as one of the main 
routes over the Alps, surveyed and 
planned a military road over it. A 
carriage route was opened there in 
1SH1 , and eventually a modern 
highway sped motor traffic be- 
tween French Moutiers and Italian 
Aosta. 

Toward the end of World War 
II. when the Little St. Bernard 
Pass was still held by the Ger- 
mans, French and Italian members 
of the Maquis resistance forces 
operated from nearby mountain 
valleys and pockets.

GIRL SCOUT NOTES 

Last Friday evemng in the Rip- 
ley Chapel of the First Congrega- 
tional Church the first Girl Scout 
Hospital Aides of Winchester 
were "capped" in an Impressive 
candlelight ceremony by Miss 
Laura Rogers, superintendent of 
nurses at the Winchester Hos- 
pital. Each of those capped had 
not only taken a brief indoctrina- 
tion course in hospital ethics 
given by Mrs. Barbara Metcalf, an 
ex-registered nurse and now exec- 
utive director of the Winchester 
Girl Scouts, but had already given 
30 hours of service to the hospital. 
After the introduction by Mrs. 
Clarence Roberts, Girl Scout com- 
missioner, Mrs. James Willing, 
service chairman, described brief- 
ly the inception early in the fall 
of the new project for senior 
scouts, who are this year for the 
first time assisting at the Baby 
Clinic, and at the hospital by 
carrying trays, arranging flowers, 
making beds, and other similar ac- 
tivities freeing the trained nurses 
for the more highly skilled duties. 

Dr. George A. Marks, speaker 
of the evening who was then pre- 
sented, spoke enthusiastically 
about the importance of the work 
being done by the girls. He lauded 
1 the nurses whom he had encoun- 
tered in his army service in the 
South Pacific, telling the aides 
that the nurses' fortitude and 
valor had been an inspiration to 
'< all who had come in contact with 
them. His account of the primi- 
tive conditions under which they 
had been forced to practice and 
the fine spirit they had shown un- 
der trying circumstances gave the 
girls a picture of the gallant 
character of many in the profes- 
sion which some of these aides 
may choose. 

Miss Laura Rogers then "cap- 
ped" the girls, explaining the 
qualifications fulfilled before they 
were eligible for the honor, and 
emphasizing the dignity of the 
career symbolized by the caps.

which have already been made. 
He was emphatic in stating that 
he wishes in connection with his 
development of the Ginn proper- 
ty to do only what will prove 
Helpful to tne community and 
town. Incidentally the town has 
had for some time a right-of- 
way in the location of the pro- 
posed new street, taking title 
some years ago. 

Air. P. T. Foley was the prin- 
cipal objector to the Planning 
Board's street layout through 
Converse place, believing it would 
open no land of value for busi- 
ness purposes since the natural 
development of the business dis- 
trict is up Main street. He felt 
that the road would serve no es- 
pecially useful purpose and would 
not be worth the expense involv- 
ed. 

Speaking in favor of the pro- 
posed layout were President Mc- 
Kechnie of the New England 
Laundries, Chairman Parsons of 
the Planning Board, Chairman 
Davidson of the Park Commis- 
sioners and .Mrs. Woodside, the 
latter believing that with the pos- 
sibility of developing the old 
Skillings estate into a Civic cen- 
ter some such road Would be both 
useful and much better in appear- 
ance than the present outlook in 
its location. Mr. McCormack, 
whose property' would suffer by 
the proposal to extend Winches- 
ter place was not unfavorable 

During this hearing Mrs. Wood- 
side asked what effect any pos- 
sible elimination of the " grade 
crossing would have on the new 
street layout and also asked Mr 
Bonnell if th* Selectmen had 
taken anv direct action with re- 
gard to elimination. 

Mr. Bonnell replied that the 
Board has written the Depart- 
ment of Public Works instruct- 
ing it to eliminate the grade 
crossing by raising the railroad 
tracks. Mrs. Woodside- believed 
such action arbitrary and unwar- 
ranted and contrary to the wish- 
es of many in town. 

Mr. Bonnell replied that the 
Board held a hearing: on the pro- 
posed elimination and felt the ov- 
erwhelming vote at the hearing 
in favor of elimination by raising 
the tracks was sufficient mandate 
for the Boa»d to act, since th ■ 
'aw gives the Selectmen the right 
to act in the matter without in- 
structions from the town. 

Mrs. Woodside felt that the el- 
imination hearing was inconclu- 



sive, because every plan for elim- 
ination was not discussed and ma- 
ny voted for the track raising as 
the best of the three plans pro- 
posed at the hearing, but not the 
best plan that could be worked 
out. She also pointed out that ma- 
ny did not. vote at all at the hear- 
ing. 

Mr. Bonnell still felt that the 
Board had done everything nec- 
essary to get the feeling of the 
town in the matter and 'hat the 
overwhelming vote in favor of 
raising the track- was conclusive, 

Since the proposed street lav- 
out is a town proposal, it must 
wait for another thirty days and 
be given another hearing "before 
any definite action can be taken. 
In discussing the matter with the 
Star Mr. Bonnell stated that the 
proposed layout was nothii g par- 
ticularly likely to be undertaken 
in the near future, but was just 
in the scheme of long range plan- 
ning looking ahead to possible fu- 
ture development.

The 
hands were made by covering wire 
with adhesive tape and painting in 
the same manner as the face. The 
Sambo was made by putting a mold 
into plaster of paris in two sec- 
tions, then putting sheets of paper 
maehe into the molds. When dry 
the two parts were treated as in 
the first method.
